POLL INDICATES PUBLIC 
SUPPORT FOR SLOTS IN 
NEW JERSEY 


NEW 0TB SITE OPENS IN 
CAMBRIDGE, MD 


A new off-track betting site 
is up and running in 
Maryland. 

The Cambridge Turf Club, 
in the Eastern Shore town of 
Cambridge, had a ''soft’’ open- 
ingn on AprH 23, and is due for 
a grand opening celebration 
the first week in June. 

"We handled about $70,000 
on [Kentucky] Derby day. 
We’re building up gradually,” 
said William M. Rickman, who 
built the site under the auspices 
of his Eastern Shore Standard- 
bred track. Ocean Downs Race¬ 
way. 


The Cambridge Turf Club 
is the first OTB facility in Mary¬ 
land to operate independently 
of the Maryland Jockey Club 
network. 

It encompasses nearly 
10,000 square feet, and features 
such amenities as two 28-foot 
long video walls, private bet¬ 
ting stations and a separate 
"high rollers” room. 

Maryland’s other OTB sites 
are the Northeast Racing and 
Sports Club in Northeast, the 
Cracked Claw in Urbana and 
the Riverboat in Colonial 
Beach, Va. 


OWNER MIKE GILL BARRED FROM 
COMPETITION AT DELAWARE PARK 


A Quinnipiac University poll 
released on April 2 indicates 
substantial support among 
the general public for video slot 
machines at state race tracks. 

Of the 1,059 registered New 
Jersey voters who participated in 
the survey, 57 percent said that 
they would support the installa¬ 
tion of video slot machines at 
race tracks to help balance the 
state budget; 35 percent were 
opposed. 

Sixty-five percent of the 
respondents said they were not 


M ike Gill, one of the lead¬ 
ing owners in the nation, 
was notified in late March 
by Delaware Park management 
that not only would he be denied 
stalls for the 2003 meet that 
opened on April 26, but his 
horses would be barred entry. 

In a letter to GUI on March 
27, Delaware Park wrote that, 
under state law, it was allowed to 
bar individuals from entering 
horses in races "at its discretion.” 

Gill responded by filing a 
lawsuit on April 9 in US. District 
Court in New Hampshire 
against Delaware Park, its racing 
secretary Sam Abbey, and train¬ 
ers Scott Lake and Allen Iwinski 
for "defamation of character 
and unfair business practices,” 
stating that there was a conspira¬ 
cy to drive him out of the busi¬ 
ness. The lawsuit also alleges that 
those individuals colluded to 
drive Gill out of racing in viola¬ 


at aU concerned that slots at race 
tracks would hurt the business of 
the Atlantic City casinos. 

Thoroughbred industry lob¬ 
byists urged state government 
leaders to heed the voters’ mes¬ 
sage. "Given these poll numbers. 
Governor McGreevey and the 
legislature should pass legislation 
that would put a ballot question 
to the voters on this issue in 
November 2003,” said Thoro- 
Pac lobbyist Barbara DeMarco 
Reiche. "There is still time.”

tion of the Sherman Antitrust 
Act. 

In a statement released on 
April 11, Delaware Park denied 
Gill’s claims and said it would 
"vigorously defend itself against 
the lawsuit.” Likewise, Iwinski 
and Lake have denied any 
wrongdoing in the matter. 

On April 17, United States 
District Judge Paul Barbadaro 
rejected Gill’s request for an 
emergency injunction that would 
have forced Delaware Park to lift 
its ban on him. Gill refiled the 
suit in Delaware on April 30. 

To compensate for Delaware 
—and Monmouth Park and 
New York—not allotting him 
stalls. Gill purchased a 50-acre 
training center near the Mary¬ 
land border in Pennsylvania, 
sight unseen. Gill said he paid 
$995,000 for the training center, 
which includes a half-mile train¬ 
ing track. He planned to invest 


an additional $700,000 to add a 
barn and improve the track sur¬ 
face. 

After purchasing the training 
center. Gill announced his inten¬ 
tion to leave horse racing and 
disperse his 270-horse stable 
over a period of two years. He 
also offered his two trainers, Mark 
Shuman and John Robb, jobs 
with his company. The Mortgage 
Specialists, which is headquar¬ 
tered in New Hampshire. 

Gill made headlines at this 
year’s Gulfstream Park meet 
when he and trainer Shuman led 
the owners’ and trainers’ stand¬ 
ings, respectively, by using 
aggressive claiming practices. 

Last year. Gill was the leading 
owner at Delaware Park with 85 
wins from 592 starters and earn¬ 
ings of $2,965,484.

MID-ATLANTIC 
COOPERATIVE FORGES 
NEW AGREEMENT WITH 
CHURCHILL 


M id-Atlantic tracks stopped 
simulcasting races from 
tracks owned by Churchill 
Downs for a brief period in late 
April, until a new one-year deal 
was struck between the Mid-At¬ 
lantic Cooperative and Churchill 
Downs Simulcast Network 
(CDSN). The deal, details of 
which were not released, avoided 
by only a few days a potential

blackout of the Kentucky Derby 
at Mid-Atlantic sites. 

The stakes were huge on both 
sides. The Mid-Adantic Cooper¬ 
ative represents 17 Thorough¬ 
bred and Standardbred tracks 
and their affiliated wagering out¬ 
lets in Delaware, Maryland, New 
Jersey, Pennsylvania, Virginia 
and West Virginia. Tracks repre¬ 
sented by the cooperative 
account for nearly 25 percent of 
the total wagering in the U.S. 

CDSN includes such heavy- 
hitters as Arlington Park, Calder, 
Churchill Downs and Holly¬ 
wood Park. 

The two groups apparently 
were at odds over a proposal to 
raise rates charged by the CDSN 
network. 


MARION DUPONT SCOH 
EQUINE MEDICAL 
CENTER HAS 
LEADERSHIP CHANGE 


D r. Nathaniel White has 
been named interim 
director of the Marion 
duPont Scott Equine Medical 
Center in Leesburg, Va. White, 
who assumed leadership 
responsibilities for the equine 
clinical and research center on 
April 1, succeeds Dr. G. 
Frederick Fregin, the center’s 
founding director. 

White joined the center as 
assistant director in 1985 and 
was appointed the Theodora 
Ayer Randolph Professor of 
Equine Surgery in 1987. He is 
an internationally recognized 
expert in equine colic and mus¬ 
culoskeletal disorders. 

White earned his DVM 
degree from Cornell University 
in 1971 and completed an 
internship and residency pro¬ 
gram in equine surgery at the 
University of California at 
Davis. He also earned a mas¬ 
ter’s degree in pathology from 


Kansas State University. He is 
board certified by the Ameri¬ 
can CoUege of Veterinary Sur¬ 
gery (ACVS) and he has served 
as chairman of the Board of 
Regents of the ACVS and pres¬ 
ident of the ACVS Research 
and Education Foundation. 

As assistant director for 
clinical services at the center. 
White has supervised all 
aspects of cHnical care at the 
advanced equine referral center 
which treats about 2,400 horses 
a year with a full-time staff of 
60 employees. 

Dr. Fregin, the Jean Ellen 
duPont Shehan Professor and 
director of the EMC, will offi¬ 
cially retire on June 30. The 
three-month window between 
White’s appointment and 
Fregin’s retirement is designed 
to provide transitional support 
for the center’s change in lead¬ 
ership.

Guilty or not, 
owner Mike Gill’s 
situation reflects 
poorly on 
racing industry 


R acing’s worst public rela¬ 
tions disaster? When crimi¬ 
nal tamperings involving 
last fall’s Breeders’ Cup Ultra 
Pick 6 came to light, it was sup¬ 
posed to be the most harmful 
thing that had ever happened to 
racing as far as public image is 
concerned. 

But with time, and the con¬ 
certed efforts of the NTRA and 
major tracks, that black mark is 
beginning to fade. Now we have 
a new PR nightmare—one that 
shows no signs of ending any¬ 
time soon and could actually 
affect the general perception of 
racing even more adversely in 
the long term. 

People who have never seen 
a pick six ticket, or the inside of 
a race track for that matter, have 
read or seen or heard about a 
weird incident involving a ""horse 
who had his leg cut off” 

News has spread far and 
wide about one of the industry’s 
top owners who is barred from 
competition at one of the Mid- 
Adantic region’s major tracks— 
and now is talking about selling 
off his 300-plus horses and get¬ 
ting out of the business. 

People everywhere are strug¬ 
gling to understand why, with it 
being so difficult to find individ¬ 
uals who are willing or able to 
invest in race horses, the envi¬ 
ronment has turned so hostile 
toward someone who is obvi¬ 
ously deeply committed to the 
business. 

The man at the center of the 
storm is Mike Gill, a 47-year-old 
New Hampshire resident who 
has spent a fortune acquiring 
horses at all levels, but mostly 
lots and lots of claimers, over 
the past two years. 

Success has come GiU’s way: 
He is currently the leading 
owner in the country with 153 
wins from 704 starts and earn¬ 
ings of $2,993,184 (through May 
11). But rumor and innuendo 
outnumber wins when Gill’s 
horses step out on the track. 


Is Gill doing something 
wrong? If so, it’s never been 
proven, or even brought out into 
the open. Gill’s single official 
reprimand in the past few years 
is the well-publicized case in 
which two of his trainers, John J. 
Robb and Mark Shuman, were 
penalized by the Maryland Racing 
Commission last fall for a med¬ 
ication violation (Guanabenz). 

The infamous incident in 
which Gill had his veterinarian 
remove a leg from one of his 
horses who broke down and was 
euthanized at Gulfstream Park 
last winter is right up there at the 
top of the list among odd things 
that have happened at a race 
track. But a lengthy investigation 
exonerated both Gill and Shu¬ 
man of any wrongdoing. 

Delaware Park, where Gill 
was the leading owner in 2002, 
has refused to allot him stalls or 
allow his horses to compete this 
year. Monmouth Park has 
refused him stalls. Why, exacdy, 
track management won’t say. 

Race tracks being private 
property, track management can 
exclude an owner, or trainer, 
without giving a reason. That 
right has been well-established 
by the courts, and is not likely to 
be affected by Gill’s latest lawsuit 
(filed in a Delaware federal court 
on May 1). 

Still, by refusing to discuss 
Gill’s alleged wrongdoings the 
tracks are making the situation 
worse than it already is. While 
their goal may be to protect the 
interests of racing, the percep¬ 
tion is of convicting someone (a 
major player, at that) without a 
trial. 

The public is confused, and 
rightly so. 

Why not let Gill state his 
case, and his accusers state 
theirs? Address the situation 
openly, as happened with the 
pick six scandal, and then let it 
become history—so that every¬ 
one can get back to the business 
of racing. ^

GOOD TIMES 
ROLL AT BEAU 
RIDGE FARM 


John McKee and Cynthia 
O’Bannon, after working 
iong and hard, are 
prospering big-time aiong 
with siots-rich purses at 
Charies Town.

L ocation. Location. Location. 
A boy grows up three blocks 
from the race track. He 
makes his life there. A girl lives a 
block and a half from the track. 
She makes her life there. 

Eventually, what was once 
started simply because of prox¬ 
imity and curiosity becomes a 
sprawling, roiling business and 
passion that consumes two lives 
completely. 

Welcome to Beau Ridge Farm 
in Bunker Hill, WVa. And to 
Cynthia O’Bannon’s and John 
McKee's lives. Described as a 
''working farm" by O'Bannon 
and "nothing fancy" by McKee, 
it's home to nine stallions, 43 
mares and everything in between. 

Working farm—and working 
people—is putting it mildly. 
They don't do fancy, they don't 
entertain, they don't eat out. A 
vacation to tiiem is a drive to 
Lexington, Ky, to look at farms 
for sale. 

O'Bannon and McKee say 
they do it all. And they mean all. 
From selecting the matings 
(both), to breeding the mares 
(O'Bannon), to training race 
horses at Charles Town (both), 
to ponying horses at night 
(O'Bannon), to shipping mares 
to Kentucky (either/or), to rais¬ 
ing cattle (McKee), to wheeling 
and dealing in real estate 
(McKee), to industry politics 
(both), to making hay (McKee), 
O'Bannon and McKee run as 
fast as their horses. Which is 
strong company. 


For the most part, they breed 
to race and race they do. Known 
to invade New York with rapid 
2-year-olds and to scourge the 
West Virginia Breeder Classics, 
Beau Ridge is prolific in sending 
out winners while upgrading the 
business all the way. 

"We're busy," McKee says. 

"Busy isn't the word," O'Ban¬ 
non says. 

Ask them how often they 
fight and the one-two punch of 
lines comes again. 

"Regularly," McKee says. 

"Once a day," O'Bannon says. 

That's how they do most 
things. They answer simultane¬ 
ously but often with different 
answers. One will start a thought 
and the other will finish it. They 
dress in sneakers, jeans and flan¬ 
nel. The operation mirrors them. 

This isn't a farm along Paris 
Pike in Lexington, it's Beau 
Ridge in West Virginia. There are 
no stone pillars at the end of the 
driveway, no call buttons at the 
front gate, no white-washed 
fence, no ornate cupolas at the 
top of the barns. The fence line 
gets eaten down by the horses, 
not by a brigade of weed eaters. 

That doesn't bother McKee 
or O'Bannon. They make sure a 
visitor knows the fence is secure 
and the horses are well taken 
care of That's all that matters to 
them. 

McKee bought Beau Ridge in 
1969. O'Bannon came on board 
about eight years later after the 
couple met at the track. McKee 
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Mares and foals graze in front of Beau Ridge’s 54-stall barn, which stands 
in stark contrast to surrounding houses built upon land that McKee sold 
for development after the arrival of city water/sewer service. “In non-rush 
hour, you’re only a little over an hour from Washington,” says McKee. 


was training horses and O’Ban- 
non had her pony in his barn. He 
wanted the stall, she moved her 
pony to his farm and the West 
Virginia racing scene would 
never be the same. 

The farm sits 12 miles from 
Charles Town. ''Eight miles 
north of Winchester on Inter¬ 
state 81,’’ O’Bannon says, imitat¬ 
ing a recording. 

"My father was track superin¬ 
tendent for 30-some years at 
Charles Town. I always wanted a 
pony and once I got one, I fell in 
love with it. That was it,” 
O’Bannon says. "I couldn’t make 
any money showing horses. It 
was just a hobby, so I thought 
this is the only way to make a liv¬ 
ing and still fool with horses. He 
and I teamed up and it kinda 
worked.” 

Since then, they’ve ridden the 
hard times and fought for the 
good times in West Virginia. 

O’Bannon is president of the 
West Virginia Thoroughbred 


Breeders Association and McKee 
serves on the board of directors. 
They were there to see slot 
machines change everything at 
Charles Town. 

That’s the main reason they 
mastermind an 80-horse opera¬ 
tion (in two barns) at Charles 
Town and a breeding operation 
that has nine stallions and all the 
mares who go with them. 

Arromanches, Castine, Catas¬ 
trophe, Explosive Red, Loach, 
Robb, Standing On Edge, Storm 
Center and Stritzel combine to 
make Beau Ridge the biggest 
breeding farm—in terms of vol¬ 
ume—in the state. 

Explosive Red was West 
Virginia’s leading stallion in 
2002, with progeny earnings of 
$1,071,680. The son of Explo- 
dent stood at Adena Springs 
North in Canada before moving 
to Beau Ridge for 2002. Adena 
Springs, Airdrie Stud and Taylor 
Made are three of the top farms 
that have joined up widi Beau 


Ridge in one way or another. 
Not bad, considering there was a 
time when McKee had one stal¬ 
lion, Beau Legs, and no help. 

"I would tie the mares in the 
corner and breed them myself A 
wonder I didn’t get killed. The 
only horse I had was him so I 
teased with him too,” McKee 
says, shaking his head. "I used to 
walk hots as a kid and then went 
into the service. When I came 
back I wanted to get back into 
the horses so I bought a one- 
eyed race horse with a cracked 
sesamoid. I said, 'If I can make 
him win. I’ll make it in this busi¬ 
ness.’ And I got him to win a 
couple of races and it just blos¬ 
somed from there. Well, blos¬ 
somed. . . it’s been a rough road. 
We used to race for $22,000—a 
night.” 

Now they run in allowance 
races with bigger purses. 

O’Bannon remembers the 
hard times, too. "It was unbeliev¬ 
able. I didn’t even want to breed 
our mares and he’d say, 'You 
breed those mares, things will 
turn around.’ We hardly bred any 
outside mares,” O’Bannon says. 
"I’ll tell you how un-busy I was; 
I was at Charles Town getting 
the 2-year-olds ready and doing 
the breeding and I wasn’t overly 
taxed.” 


That could hardly be said 
now They bred 216 mares last 
year. The alarm goes off at 4 
o’clock in the morning and the 
day fUes from there. O’Bannon 
works the farm during breeding 
season while McKee goes to the 
track. They help each other and 
things get done—some way and 
somehow. Depending on what 
race they’re in and where they’re 
running at night, a lot of times 
it’s midnight before it’s over. 

The farm itself has been cut 
back to 57 acres—they sold off 
a large tract of the original prop¬ 
erty when city sewer came in and 
increased the value. Now they’re 
leasing different farms and look¬ 
ing for new ones. 

"We’re looking at two differ¬ 
ent places. We need something 
in the 200-acre range,” McKee 
said. "City water and city sewer 
made it better value to sell. The 
whole area is getting developed 
because in non-rush hour, you’re 
only a little over an hour from 
Washington.” 

But the biggest development 
in their lives has been the slots at 
Charles Town. 

"We were always hoping. 
There was a light at the end of 
the tunnel—^video lottery,” 
McKee says. "Mountaineer had 
them for a long time but local 
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people didn’t want them in 
Charles Town. If they didn’t 
change management it would 
never have happened. She went 
door to door.” 

As always, that’s where 
O’Bannon picks up the conver¬ 
sation. 

‘'When you’re president of 
the breeders’ association, you 
can’t just let it go. You have to 
do something,” O’Bannon says. 
“I stood on the corner with 
signs, got cussed at and just kept 
trying.” 

McKee chimes back in with 
his own story. 

“It was pretty cool standing 
down there on the streets in 
November,” McKee says. “She 
had made a big ketde of veg¬ 
etable soup for me. I warmed it 
up, got some cups, spoons and 
gave all the people holding signs 
a cup of soup. And I’m not 
crazy about giving up my soup.” 

Then back to O’Bannon. 

“We were begging people,” 
O’Bannon says. “I’d explain all it 
was going to do—education, 
fixing the roads.” 

McKee finishes the conver¬ 
sation about slots. 

“There’s people in Charles 
Town that aren’t for anything. 
They came over the mountain 
and want to shut the gate behind 
them,” McKee says. “Before 
they’d pave one street a year. 
Now they blacktop the whole 
damn town. It’s not a big town 
but it’s all blacktopped. They 
couldn’t think of doing the 
things they do now without the 
slots. The race track has saved 
this whole town.” 

With the introduction of 
slots came the improvement of 
Beau Ridge’s stock. 

Out went the $1,500 limit at 
the sales. Out went the defunct 
stallions. Out went the cheapest 
of the race horses. They now 
have the best group of stallions 
they’ve ever had and the mares 
are creeping up the quality lad¬ 
der as well. 

“It’s more attractive now for 
people to breed to West Virginia 
stalHons. We bought one mare 
for $27,000, another one for 
$15,000. We take shots that a lot 
of people don’t take and we run 
our own show,” McKee says. 
“Last year we had a weak year as 
far as the West Virginia-bred 
races were concerned. The year 
before that was our best year. 
We’ve done real well with the 
young horses. I think in the last 
10 years, we’ve won the first 2- 
year-old race in New York 10 
times.” (They did it again in

2003, winning with Cash Button 
on April 10.) 

The babies get broken in 
their private barn next to Shen¬ 
andoah, which is adjacent to 
Charles Town, while the horses 
racing prep at Charles Town. 
About 30 are “across the road” 
as Shenandoah is described and 
about 50 hold shop at Charles 
Town. The stable ships horses 
up and down the East Coast, 
competing anywhere they fit. 
Horses run in O’Bannon’s name 
and McKee’s name. It’s separate 
but together—always helping 
each other out could describe it 
best. 


^^Thej couldnH think of 
doing the things they do now 
without the slots. The race 
track has saved this whole 
town, —-John McKee 
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Horses like Fortune n’ Fame 
and Kris Taylor run hard 
through the area while there’s 
always a new group to follow the 
ones that are sold off to any¬ 
where from Korea to the three- 
day event world. Most impor¬ 
tantly for McKee and O’Ban- 
non, ends meet has been made. 

“There’s been a lot of those 
days when you didn’t think you 
were going to make it,” O’Ban- 
non says. “Now, we got enough 
stuff to sell to make it. We got 
enough farm equipment to 
stock a dealership. If something 
went wrong at Charles Town, if 
they got rid of the horses and 
just had the gaming tables, we’d 
still make it with the value in our 
real estate and horses.” 

You can almost see the 
exhale from both of them. 
Keeping the bill collectors at bay 
has always been a major part of 
the operation. And a major con¬ 
tributor of stress. 

“We were fighting foreclo¬ 
sure for a lot of years,” McKee 
says. “We had a couple of home¬ 
bred horses. Resdess John made 
about $200,000 and we lost him 
for $50,000 in New York. That 
got us out of foreclosure that 
year. We lost his full sister up 
there for $75,000 and she paid 
for the farm payment that year.” 

McKee crunches numbers 
while he thinks about the entire 
operation. Two numbers stand 
out for him when it comes to his 
real estate—650 and 15,000. 

That’s the dollar per acre 
value of Beau Ridge Farm in 
1969 and 2003. 

“I bought it as an invest¬ 
ment, not as my final place,” 
McKee says. “It’s been longer 
happening than I planned.” 

But Beau Ridge being a Mid- 
Atlantic institution might be 
coming to an end. McKee and 
O’Bannon are shopping for 
property in far-off lands. 

“What we got out of the 200 
acres we sold we can buy a place 
in Kentucky. Somewhere down 
the line, we’d end up in 
Lexington. Not in the near 
future, five years maybe,” 
McKee says. “I’m 63, I don’t 
want to be looking too much 
farther down the line. I’d like to 
raise our young horses down 
there. Just breed and sell. We’ve 
talked to Taylor Made and 
Airdrie and they’ve given us 
some help. We’re trying to get 
some better mares and we’re 
testing the water down there. 
We’U have enough horses bred 
in West Virginia to carry us for a 
while. The plan is to go down

there and not owe anything on 
the farm.” 

Weanlings by With Approval 
and Distorted Humor will be 
sold in Kentucky—as an experi¬ 
ment in that water test. Things 
have changed for Beau Ridge. 
One-eyed horses, breeding 
mares solo, foreclosure threats 
are all in the past. 

As with any good farm, there 
was one who broke everybody’s 
heart. Beau Ridge’s darling was 
Rachel’s Turn. The daughter of 
Aye’s Turn would come home 
for Christmas with a bow every 
year and go back and bang out 
money for the farm the next year. 

“Rachel’s Turn was known as 
the princess of the Jersey shore. 
She won a bunch of races up 
there,” McKee says. “For a 
Charles Town horse to make the 
front page of the Racing Form is 
something. Well, I thought it was 
something.” 

Eventually they retired her 
and bred her to Mining, thinking 
they finally had their good mare. 

“She won 15 races from 35 
starts, won two [West Virginia] 
Breeders Classics. The last race 
she ran, she won an allowance 
race at the Meadowlands and re¬ 
bowed,” O’Bannon says. “We 
picked out Mining for her and 
she came home in foal. Two 
weeks later she was down with 
EPM and she died. For her to 
run that hard and go through all 
those injuries, it just didn’t seem 
like it was fair. I told him, tif I 
can handle this, I can handle just 
about anything.’” 

McKee explains the financial 
ramifications while O’Bannon 
reflects on the emotional. 

“That was a big blow for us 
because we always had to lose 
those kinds of horses to pay the 
bills so we finally got where we 
could keep one and that hap¬ 
pens,” McKee says. “I said no 
more. We run them, lose them 
and pay the bills.” 

McKee is no nonsense when 
it comes to the business. Of 
course he did drive to Philadel¬ 
phia Park to console O’Bannon 
when Rachel’s Turn died. 

When it’s all said and done, 
McKee and O’Bannon know 
they’ve made an impact in the 
horse world. 

“Yeah, I’m proud,” McKee 
says. “Take a one-eyed horse 
with a broken sesamoid and a 
pony and turn it into 80 race 
horses and a breeding opera¬ 
tion.” 

He leans back in his chair 
and sums it up. “We do it aU.”^ 
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GROOMS 
TAKE ON TOUCH 
OF THE ELITE 


Groom Elite Program 
offered at Colonial Downs 
improves skills, 
boosts self-esteem, 
among backstretch 
work force.

H otwalker Stella Jackson 
could easily predict what 
the filly would do. She knew 
where, when—even how—each 
incident would develop. But 
why? That was the baffling part. 
What made the 2-year-old 
daughter of Maria’s Mon occa¬ 
sionally refuse to enter her stall 
on the Colonial Downs back- 
stretch following daily exercise 
and cool-down? 

"'She just sometimes digs her 
heels in,” said Jackson. “She acts 
like she doesn’t want to go 
home. I didn’t understand it.” 

Now, thanks to intensive 
instruction through the innova¬ 
tive Groom Elite Program, 
Jackson understands exacdy why 
the fdly sometimes exhibits stub¬ 
born behavior. 

“In our very first day of class, 
we learned how horses evolved 
out in the wild, on the plains,” 
Jackson said. She gendy stroked 
the steel gray 2-year-old, who 
was leaning over her stall web¬ 
bing, nuzzling Jackson as she 
spoke. “When they were in the 
wild, they lived outside all the 
time in a herd. They knew it was 
dangerous to be separated from 
the herd, and scary to be cor¬ 
nered. A horse could get 
attacked if she was blocked in. 
Horses can’t forget that survival 
instinct, so somedmes they look 


at a stall as a dark, scary place. 
We just learn how to deal with 
them when they’re scared like 
that.” 

Equine behavior is just one 
of 30 topics covered in the six- 
week Groom Elite Certification 
Program (GEP) instituted at 
Colonial Downs last year. 

Twenty-four individuals 
graduated with Elite Groom 
Status from the Colonial Downs 
program in 2002, and this sum¬ 
mer the GEP will return to the 
Virginia track with both begin¬ 
ning (“101”) and more advanced 
(“201”) course offerings. 

Colonial Downs is so far the 
only track on the East Coast to 
host the Groom Elite Program, 
which is a nonprofit 501 (c)3 
organizadon that offers its serv¬ 
ices to aU licensed backstretch 
employees. It was launched in 
2001 by the Texas Horsemen’s 
Partnership, and has the 
endorsement of the Nadonal 
Horsemen’s Benevolent and 
Protective Association (HBPA). 

“We saw the need on the 
backstretch for more education 
in horsemanship,” explained 
GEP director of instruction Dr. 
Reid McLellan. "A lot of these 
guys and gals on the backside 
come up through the horse busi¬ 
ness, but many of them don’t. 
We want them all to have the

tools to work with horses. Either 
way, there are plenty of holes in 
their knowledge about horse 
health and behavior. . . We want 
to fill those gaps and encourage 
education.’’ 

Virginia HBPA president 
Robin Richards and board mem¬ 
ber Frank Petramalo learned 
about the Groom Elite Program 
at the 2001 National HBPA con¬ 
vention. 

'fi got interested in the pro¬ 
gram immediately,” Petramalo 
said. ‘‘It is an outstanding out¬ 
reach, and the response we’ve 
had is outstanding. Students 
enroUed in the program range 
from neophyte hotwalkers to 
grooms who’ve been at it 15 
years or more. . . Even if you’d 
been a groom forever, this class 
format teaches you why you do 
things, why horses react the way 
they do.” 

COLLEGE-LEVEL 

INSTRUCTION 

The Groom Elite Program 
has a staff made up of industry 
professionals and college-level 
instructors. As the program 
grows, say officials, regional 
staffing will be formed. 

McLellan, the program’s edu¬ 
cation director, is a professor of 
animal science at Louisiana 
Tech. He holds a Ph.D. in genet¬ 
ics, as well as a trainer’s license, 
and has plenty of relevant expe¬ 
rience, having directed the race 
horse industry program at Louis¬ 
iana Tech from 1973 to 1985. 

“Reid has that rare combina¬ 
tion of skills—hands-on experi¬ 
ence and teaching ability,” said 
GEP program coordinator 
Christine Miller. “He’s got it and 
he’s good. We’re really lucky to 
have him teaching most of the 
classes.” 

Ten three-hour classes are 
split between classroom discus¬ 
sion and lab work on live horses 
—usually lead ponies—in the 
stable. At Colonial Downs, 
classes are held on dark days— 
Wednesday and Thursday—in 
the HBPA offices on the track’s 
backstretch. The program is free 
to participants, with lunch and 
class materials provided free as a 
further incentive. 

“The other incentive is 
pride,” Miller said. “Program 
graduates get to go through a 
real graduation ceremony, cer¬ 
tificate and everything. That’s 


the first time a lot of these guys 
have graduated from anywhere. 
They also get a great jacket with 
a GEP patch.” 

The second level of certifica¬ 
tion—a “201” level course aimed 
at assistants and aspiring trainers 
—can be added to the jacket 
sleeve as the individual progresses. 

Miller said that the informa¬ 
tion for the official GEP text¬ 
book, a 100-page spiral-bound 
manual, is drawn from many 
sources. “We used college text¬ 
books, veterinary manuals to put 
together a text,” she said. “For 
race track-specific stuff, like put¬ 
ting on a tongue-tie or getting 
ice and water on the pulse points 
for faster cooling, we talked to 
trainers. It is a really good man¬ 
ual with great details.” 

When asked if studying and 
textbooks were more likely to 
repel potential students. Miller 
said that program participants 
are clearly driven toward suc¬ 
cess. “The goal is professional 
development for people who 
don’t often get a chance,” she 
said. "We make the materials 
graphics-based so literacy is not 
an issue. Even the final exam— 
we call it an "assessment’ so it 
doesn’t sound so much like 
school—is a hands-on test and 
slide show with multiple choice 
answers. It allows everyone to 
succeed regardless of literacy or 
language. 

""The language barrier has 
not proved to be an issue, 
either,” Miller added. ""At our 
pilot Sam Houston program, we 
had about 80 percent Spanish¬ 
speaking grooms. The first class 
they were very quiet as every¬ 
body was pretty shy and nerv¬ 
ous, plus the language barrier, 
but by the end of the program 
even the Spanish speakers were 
jumping right in with answers 
and more confident in every 
aspect. It makes you look smart 
if you can blurt out the right 
answers. All of that is good for 
self-esteem, and that’s a big part 
of this program.” 

Class topics, including behav¬ 
ior, conformation, health, nutri¬ 
tion, stable care, soundness and 
more ""may sound a little dry,” 
said Miller. ""But this class self¬ 
selects for attendance because 
the students have chosen to be 
here. They want to learn. If they 
don’t want to be here in class, 
they just drop out. We make it 
very easy for them to succeed.

''Each class is very prop¬ 
intensive/’ she added. "Again, 
for a learning-friendly environ¬ 
ment I mean, it is one thing for 
Reid to lecture about the interior 
structure of a horse’s lower leg, 
but it is far more interesting if 
he’s got a real leg, from a real 
horse skeleton, that he can pass 
around while he’s talking . . The 
instructors engage the students, 
and it makes the students really 
want to learn. It makes their job 
[in the shedrow] easier.” 

LIVING PROOF 

Stella Jackson could not agree 
more. She started working on the 
Laurel Park backstretch two 
years ago, at age 46, when her 
doctor prescribed two miles of 
walking each day as therapy for 
an old spinal injury. 


"I had a friend walking hots 
for Rodney Jenkins at Laurel,” 
Jackson said. "She told me I 
should go on and get paid for 
walking. But when you start on 
the job, no one really teaches you 
about horses. I mean, they 
showed me how to lead them 
and aU but that’s about it. 

"Like something as simple as 
petting a horse. Those old-timey 
grooms show you how they slap 
a horse on the neck hard—clap, 
clap, clap—^when they pet a 
horse,” Jackson said, demon¬ 


strating the abrasive style on the 
Maria’s Mon filly. The filly tossed 
her head and eyed Jackson warily. 

"But see, Reid taught us that 
horses actually prefer to be 
stroked. It soothes them, like 
their momma would have when 
they were young.” She gendy 
stroked the filly’s curved neck. 

"Reid said the sound of slap¬ 
ping a horse like that can scare 
them. And it’s not light and gen- 
de like they like, it’s hard and 
rough. It’s better this way.” The 
fiUy stood motionless as Jackson 




continued to caress her sleek 
coat. 

"Most trainers embraced this 
program from the get-go,” 
McLellan said. "There have been 
a very, very few trainers who 
don’t like it. Overall, the support 
for the program has been indus¬ 
trywide.” 

Robin Graham, Jackson’s 
employer during the 2002 
Colonial meet, was delighted 
with the GEP course. 

"I think it’s a great idea,” said 
Graham, who is based through¬ 
out the rest of the year at Laurel. 
"Even guys who’ve been rub¬ 
bing horses forever should go 
through the program. It is good 
for everybody—me and them— 
and especially the horses.”

McDynamo 
proves awesome 
in Keeneland’s 
Roval Chase 


W hat do detectives and 
horse racing fans have in 
common? Proof Or at 
least the search for it 

In the $159,625 Royal Chase- 
NSAl, the richest steeplechase 
stakes of the spring season, 
McDynamo provided enough 
proof to convince any jury— 
using a stout stretch run to 
knock off seven more experi¬ 
enced rivals and leap boldly into 
the 2003 championship picture. 

McDynamo came into the 
race, the only steeplechase at 
Keeneland, with just seven prior 
hurdle starts (in maiden, allow¬ 
ance and novice company) and 
was the only horse whose 10- 
start Equibase program entry 
showed flat races. 

''He had the one fall last year 
[in a novice stakes at Belmont] 
and I was worried that when his 
jumping really came under pres¬ 
sure he might make a mistake 
again,’’ said trainer Sanna 
Hendriks. "We’ve schooled him 
a lot this spring and he’s jumped 
excellently, but it’s tough to do 
what he did. I think it has to be a 
pretty exceptional horse.” 

It was. 

The Royal Chase looked like 
a steeplechase minefield with 
Grade 1 winners A1 Skywalker, 
Praise the Prince (NZ), All 
Gong (GB), Quel Senor (Fr) and 
Anofferucantrefuse on hand. 
Current-season stakes winner 
Shamrock Isle and longshot 
Turkish Corner completed the 
lineup, meaning the only real 
absentee was 2002 champion 
Flat Top who was again shelved 
by a tendon injury days before. 


Owned by Mike Moran, 
McDynamo looked like Jim 
Thome in a dugout full of Litde 
Leaguers. A1 Skywalker pre¬ 
dictably set the pace, followed 
closely by All Gong and 
Shamrock Isle. McDynamo 
started seventh of eight, and 
stayed there while jockey Craig 
Thornton coaxed relaxation. On 
the final trip down the back- 
stretch, A1 Skywalker clung to an 
advantage over All Gong and the 
wing-skimming Shamrock Isle. 
Like a poker player, Thornton 
barely moved on McDynamo 
back in sixth place. 

And then came the final turn. 

Shamrock Isle ground his 
way to the front as A1 Skywalker 
quickly gave way. Praise the 
Prince fought for position. All 
Gong yielded ground. Sk-wide 
at the top of the stretch, 
McDynamo gained like a cata¬ 
maran in a Sunfish race. 

By the last fence, the race was 
over and McDynamo drew off 
to score by seven and a half 
lengths. Shamrock Isle (Gus 
Brown) was clearly second best, 
five lengths ahead of Praise the 
Prince (David Bendey) who got 
past All Gong (Rob Massey) by a 
neck. A1 Skywalker faded to 
fifth. 

With four wins vs. allowance 
and novice company last year, 
McDynamo was no secret but he 
was sdll stepping up in competi- 
don. 

"I thought if he would relax 
early he would be pretty darn 
tough to beat,” said Hendriks. 
"He’s really matured a lot from 
last year. He’s all grown up.” 
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England’s Princess Anne lent an added air of royalty to the Royal Chase-NSA1 
at Keeneland, where she presented the trophy to McDynamo’s connections 
(from left) Craig Thornton, Anne Moran, Sanna Hendriks and Mike Moran. 


McDynamo, now six-for- 
eight with $310,179 earned over 
hurdles, rated early and proved 
to be devastadng late. 

"We knew there was a lot of 
speed in the race, and we learned 
a litde bit from last year, and the 
plan was to ride him a bit cold¬ 
er,” said Thornton, who flew to 
the U.S. from New Zealand for 
the ride. "I had my hands full 
though because he was a litde bit 
fresh. I was just getdng him to 
relax and breathe, relax and 
breathe. With a turn to go, he 
was cruising along and I had a 
pretty good feeling.” 

The 6-year-old son of 
Dynaformer went back to his 
roots with the victory. Owner 
Mike Moran spent $82,000 to 
buy the strapping bay gelding at 
the 1998 Keeneland September 
Yearling sale. The storied Ken¬ 
tucky race track was hosdng its 
sixth Royal Chase, which has 
been won by three Eclipse 
Award winners. 

"He was a full brother to a 
pretty good horse [Old Chapel] 
that John Kimmel had,” said 
Moran. "I knew I would have to 
be padent because he was going 
to be big, and Dynaformers 
always get better with age, but I 
thought he would be a good 
mUe and a half turf horse. If 
not, I thought he’d make a hell 
of a hurdle horse.” 

And now Moran has the 
proof 


KEENELAND 

NOTES 

T he Royal Chase was marred 
by the death of All Gong, 
who collapsed while jog¬ 
ging back to be unsaddled. The 
2000 steeplechase champion, 
owned by Calvin Houghland 
and trained by Bruce Miller, won 
three American Grade 1 races, 
four others in England and 
earned more than $460,000. . . 
Wagering on the Royal Chase 
was up, with handle of $558,548 
compared to $418,555 in 2002. 

FOUR IN HAND 

J ockey Gus Brown revved up 
a slow start to the season by 
nearly sweeping the Atlanta 
Steeplechase card on April 12. 
Brown won the opener, fell in 
the second, and reeled off three 
straight to cap the day. 

The four-bagger tied an 
unofficial record, and matched 
the most recent quadruple by 
Jonathan Kiser at High Hope in 
2000. 

"Not one of them was ever 
under pressure,” said Brown, 
who reached the 100 mark for 
career jump victories at Aiken in 
March. "They were four identi¬ 
cal rides—sit second, third 
maybe fourth on the wing, get 
the lead by the third-last and 
catch me if you can up the hill.” 
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McDynamo jumped into the 2003 championship picture with a seven and a 
half-iength victory against major rivais in Keeneland’s Royai Chase-NSA1. 


Nobody caught Brown, who 
booted home Rather Be (for 
trainer Jonathan Sheppard) in a 
maiden claimer, Understood 
(Richard Valentine) in a $50,000 
novice stakes. Shamrock Isle 
(Jack Fisher) in a $50,000 open 
stakes and Field Day (Toby 
Edwards) in a $25,000 claimer. 
The smallest margin of victory 
was two lengths. Only Peking 
Picnic, who fell in a maiden hur¬ 
dle, failed to deliver. 

Edie Dixon’s Shamrock Isle, 
a Maryland-bred son of Allen’s 
Prospect, thumped three rivals 
in the $50,000 SunTrust/Coca- 
Cola Adanta Cup-NSA3. The 8- 
year-old, who won the 2000 
Maryland Million Steeplechase, 
setded off the early pace of 
Anofferucantrefuse (Cyril Mur¬ 
phy) and rolled home late to win 
by five and a half lengths while 
easing up at the wire. Snowball 
Flannagan (Massey) was second, 
with Anofferucantrefuse third. 

Notoriously strong at 
Fisher’s farm in the morning. 
Shamrock Isle scared Brown in a 
pre-race schooling session but 
was friendly on race day. 

“He was a gentleman of a 
ride,” said Brown. “We had a 
big, massive gallop going and 
when I asked him to run he was 
gone. He sure was more fun to 
ride in the afternoon than he 
was to school in the morning.” 


Bred by Tim Gardner, 
Shamrock Isle (from the Erin’s 
Isle-Ire mare Shamrock Show) 
won for the fourth time in 10 
career hurdle starts and gave 
Fisher a repeat (after Pinkie 
Swear in 2002) in the Atlanta 
Cup. 

One race earlier. Brown was 
steering Whitewood Farm’s 
Understood home in the 
$50,000 Beaulieu of America 
novice stakes for trainer Richard 
Valentine. Winless since break¬ 
ing his maiden over the same 
course in 2002, Understood rel¬ 
ished the return to Adanta— 
kicking clear late to defeat 
Preemptive Strike (Robbie 
Walsh) by five and a half lengths. 
Hotspur (Bendey) was third. 

Valentine, whose competi¬ 
tors started the year by winning 
five of their first nine NSA 
starts, took particular pride in 
Understood’s win while passing 
much of the credit on to assis¬ 
tants Jill Waterman and Alice 
Clapham. 

“With Understood, it’s a 
mind thing,” said Valentine. 
“Right now he’s fresh and happy 
and it showed in the way he 
ran.” 

Bred in Virginia by White- 
wood, Understood raced in 
graded stakes company on the 
flat while competing with the 
likes of Forbidden Apple, King 


Cugat, Cetewayo and Eltawaasul. 
He finished second in his jump 
debut last March, won at Atlanta 
in April and then lost four in a 
row while failing to crack the top 
four. Valentine shut down the 
son of Pistolet Bleu (Ire) for the 
fall, and aimed for 2003. 

“I think we ruined him last 
year by sending him too soon to 
places like Churchill and 
Pimlico,” said the trainer. “He 
got his head caved in and didn’t 
want to play after that.” 

OFF THE DECK 

W hile Understood waltzed 
off with a stakes win at 
Atlanta, another promis¬ 
ing novice hurdler Imperial 
Gold (NZ) tried to figure out 
what happened. The 6-year-old 
New Zealand import fell over 
Mr Perkolater midway through 
the same race, and went home. 
Apparently, he was mad. 

A week later. Imperial Gold 
whipped open stakes horses 
with ease in the Temple Gwath- 
mey-NSA3 at the Middleburg 
Spring Races in Virginia. Racing 
for Ken Luke’s Eldon Farm 
Racing Stable and trainer Doug 
Fout, Imperial Gold stalked early 
leader Tres Touche into submis¬ 
sion and galloped away late to 
win by four lengths over late- 
running Pelagos (Fr). 

“Tres Touche set an honest 
pace, which suited me fine,” said 


winning jockey Massey. “I just 
tracked him all the way and tried 
to get my horse’s confidence 
back after last week. I really 
wanted to make sure he had 
plenty of daylight over the first 
two, and could see what was 
coming to him. He was brilliant, 
and jumped for fun today.” 

Though the conditions were 
better suited to an inexperienced 
horse, running at Atlanta was 
important for Luke, who lives 
there. 

“That race fit him better, so it 
made sense, but we had a lot of 
bad luck,” said Fout. “After he 
won [a maiden race] at Mont¬ 
pelier last fall, my whole plan 
was to come here for the Temple 
Gwathmey. We thought the two 
and a half [miles] would suit him. 
It all worked out in the end.” 

Imperial Gold extended a 
pipeline of sorts for Fout, who 
won 2003 maiden races with 
New Zealanders Ididdidi and 
Jahamour. 

In other races at Middleburg, 
Maryland breeder/owner/train¬ 
er Jeremy Gillam won a $30,000 
allowance with Blasphemous 
and also took a $10,000 maiden 
claimer with Heyday Halo. Both 
horses were ridden by Jody Petty, 
who said soft ground played a 
big role. 

“Jeremy called me on Mon¬ 
day to ride [Heyday Halo], and I 
said 'Definitely,’ ” said the jockey. 
“Then I saw on the weather 
report that it was supposed to

rain on Thursday and Friday and 
that made me even more excited. 
Then he asked me to ride the 
other one and I was really excit¬ 
ed about my whole day” 

Both horses trace to sire 
Providential (Ire), a son of Run 
the Gantlet known for getting 
horses loaded with stamina and 
great soft-ground form. Nearly 
all of Gillam’s horses are by 
Providential or out of Provi¬ 
dential mares. 

“That’s the old Run the 
Gantlet line and he was leading 
steeplechase sire in England for¬ 
ever just because he got horses 
that would go on the soft 
ground,” Gillam said. “They 


don’t suit often here, but if you 
can keep yourself from breaking 
them down between drinks and 
wait for a day like this you can do 
well.” 


KING OF 
QUEEN’S 

I rish-bred timber horse Ros- 
brian was purchased to run on 
the last Saturday in April, just 
not in Charlotte, N.C. Owner 
George Mahoney had the 
Maryland Hunt Cup in mind 
when he bought the son of 
Husyan as a 3-year-old, and used 


a pen to circle the 2003 timber 
classic when Rosbrian galloped 
off with a maiden score at the 
Pennsylvania Hunt Cup meet 
last fall. 

Then everything changed. 

Gordon Elliot, an Irish ama¬ 
teur jockey who was lined up to 
ride Rosbrian, was injured in a 
fall at Aintree in England, send¬ 
ing Mahoney and trainer Casey 
Randall to Plan B. Rosbrian then 
finished eighth in the Grand 
National under Billy Meister, 
leading direcdy to Plan C. 

Which worked perfectly. 
Reunited with jockey David 
Bendey, Rosbrian raUied in the 
final yards to catch Hall of 
Angels and win the $30,000 
Queen’s Cup Stakes on April 26. 
Natty Boh controlled the three- 
mde race late, but fell at the sec¬ 
ond-last to leave the result in 
doubt. Hall of Angels (Tom 
Foley) led over the last, but 
weakened as Rosbrian dug out a 
one and three-quarter length vic¬ 
tory. 

“He was headed for the 
Maryland Hunt Cup, but it didn’t 
work out this year,” said 
Mahoney. “I’m dckled to death 
we came down here. He likes to 
run at horses and he likes to 
come off the pace a litde bit. 
David rode him brilliandy. The 
course reminds me of a 
Maryland-type course with 
straight up and down fences and 
stiff timber. It’s appropriate a 
Maryland horse won.” 

YOUNG TALENT 

A s usual, the spring was full 
of new faces, including a 
full complement of first- 
year steeplechasers. 

Mid-Atlantic fans will recog¬ 
nize Barbara Graham’s Crafty 
Celt. The son of Opening Verse 
won the 1999 Maryland Juvenile 
Championship Stakes, but exited 
flat racing with a fractured can¬ 
non bone. Sent to Valentine over 
the winter, the 6-year-old wired 
11 maidens at Middleburg for 
jockey Chip Miller. 

“The plan was to teach him 
something and get in behind 
horses, but we had to change 
that plan pretty quickly,” Miller 
said. “At the first, three horses in 
front of me went in different 
directions. He saw an opening 
and jumped through it. I wish I 


could have kept him behind a lit¬ 
de longer—he needs that. The 
talent is there, but he needs to 
switch off and just relax instead 
of wanting to go on so much.” 

Mrs. Lewis Murdock’s Niello 
breezed to a $25,000 maiden 
score at Atlanta for trainer 
Winky Cocks. The 4-year-old 
son of Marquetry never ran on 
the flat, but is making up for it 
with a second and a win in two 
hurdle starts. 

“He’s worked with some real 
good horses and nothing’s been 
able to mess with him,” said 
Cocks, who bases his stable in 
Camden, S.C. 

He’s not a rookie (thanks to 
one start last year), but Contrar¬ 
ian Stable’s Naughty Prince is 
most certainly young talent. 
After breaking his hurdle maiden 
in March, the 4-year-old son of 
Rakeen graduated to open stakes 
victor with a score in the $30,000 
Century BMW Block House at 
Tryon, N.C., for trainer Ricky 
Hendriks. 

Bred by Contrarian’s Mal¬ 
colm Commer and a half-broth¬ 
er to Tres Touche, Naughty 
Prince beat up on far more expe¬ 
rienced rivals Ice Bullet and 
Brown Lad (Fr). 

“There was no pace and he 
jumped the first and landed in 
front so I kicked on,” said jockey 
Gerry Carwood. “I’ve never 
been on a horse who jumped so 
consistently; he never missed a 
fence.” 

NEWS AND 
NOTES 

S teeple chasing returned to 
New Jersey’s Atlantic City 
race course on Wednesday, 
April 23 for a five-race (four 
over hurdles, one on the flat) 
card. Mike Freeman’s Fighting 
Star (Petty) won the allowance 
feature for trainer Janet ElHot 
while Augustin Stables’s Original 
Cast (Petty) captured a $25,000 
maiden hurdle. . . Claims were 
way up on the NS A circuit with 
six through April. In all of 2002, 
just two horses changed hands 
via NS A claims. . . Mid-Atiantic- 
breds Understood (Virginia), Sam 
Sullivan (Maryland), Naughty 
Prince (Maryland), Shamrock 
Isle (Maryland) and Swayo 
(Pennsylvania) picked up stakes 
wins early in the year. ^

H is name is New York Hero 
and he’s owned by New 
Yorker Ernie Paragallo, but 
the nearly black colt by Partner’s 
Hero out of Nin Two by John 
Alden is a Maryland-bred through 
and through. His victory in the 
Grade 2 Lane’s End Stakes in 
late March at Turfway Park 
served as a bugle blast announc¬ 
ing his presence as a candidate 
for the Triple Crown events. It 
also underscored the likelihood 
that his sire Partner’s Hero (by 
Danzig) will be Maryland’s next 
stallion star. 

The 2003 edition of the 
Lane’s End Stakes was the first 
stakes victory for New York 


Hero, who was bred in partner¬ 
ship by Dark Hollow Farm and 
William Beatson. Dark Hollow 
Farm is the nursery of David 
andJoAnn Hayden, who also co¬ 
bred Partner’s Hero and were the 
sole breeders of his millionaire 
half-sister Safely Kept, the 
champion sprinter of 1989. 

New York Hero is from the 
first crop of Parmer’s Hero, who 
stands at Northview Stallion 
Station in Maryland. 

Partner’s Hero was Mary¬ 
land’s leading freshman sire of 
2002, and he now has two stakes 
winners—one of them graded— 
in his first crop. But when his 
first yearlings came to market at 


the 2001 Keeneland September 
sale, response was tepid at best. 
Although a half-brother to a 
stakes-placed runner, Nin Two’s 
colt by Partner’s Hero brought 
only $6,000 at Keeneland, on a 
bid by Patrick Hoppel. Partner’s 
Hero’s yearHngs found a more 
receptive audience at the Fasig- 
Tipton Midlantic Eastern Fall 
Yearling sale the next month in 
Maryland, reaching prices as 
high as $62,000. 

The next year, the Partner’s 
Hero—Nin Two colt brought 
$135,000 at the Fasig-Tipton 
Midlantic May Two-Year-Olds 
in Training sale. The price jump 
undoubtedly reflected not only 
the friendly Maryland market 
but, more importantly, the colt’s 
physical development—the in¬ 
training format showing off his 
athleticism more than the year¬ 
ling sale could. Noted blood¬ 
stock agent Buzz Chace bought 
the Parmer’s Hero—Nin Two 
colt on behalf of Paragallo, 
whose Paraneck Stable colors 
rose to prominence several years 
ago on the back of Unbridled’s 
Song. 

Paragallo is proud of his 
New York home, and named 
New York Hero in honor of the 
victims and workday heroes 
involved in the September 11, 
2001, terrorist attack on the 
World Trade Center and its 
aftermath. 

New York Hero was given 
time off after the sale and 
brought along gradually under 
the tutelage of trainer Jennifer 
Pedersen. Unraced at 2, he came 
up to the Lane’s End Stakes with 
two wins and two seconds in 
four starts since January, includ¬ 
ing one against older horses. An 
impressive victory in the mile 
and an eighth Lane’s End point¬ 
ed the dark bay colt toward the 
classic trail. On April 12, New 
York Hero ran fourth in the 
Wood Memorial-Gl behind 
Empire Maker. 

If New York Hero is any¬ 
thing like his sire, he should 
improve with age. Distance may 
be another question, but he’s 
already outdone Parmer’s Hero 
in that regard. 

Partner’s Hero won eight 
races and five stakes in his three- 
year racing career, but his 
longest win was at seven fur¬ 
longs, in an allowance at Keene¬ 
land as a 3-year-old. Four of his 


five stakes wins came at six fur¬ 
longs and one, the Marfa Stakes, 
was at six and a half Considering 
his pedigree—as a son of Dan¬ 
zig, who tends to sire sprinter/ 
milers, out of Safely Home, who 
was by the cheap Bold Ruler sire 
Winning Hit—Partner’s Hero 
came by his sprinting ways most 
honestly. 

New York Hero’s dam Nin 
Two was a tough, sound runner 
of the type often found on the 
Maryland circuit. She won 17 of 
85 starts over the course of six 
years, and ground out $80,639. 
All of her victories came at dis¬ 
tances of a mile or more—thus 
she was probably a good choice 
to provide stamina in a cross 
with the speedy Parmer’s Hero. 
Nin Two is by the old Maryland 
staple John Alden, who tended 
to sire more of a miler/middle 
distance type, reflecting his own 
ability. John Alden won six races, 
five at a mile and a sixteenth, 
including his dead heat for the 
win (with Tiny Monk) in the 
Fort McHenry Handicap at 4 in 
1978. 

New York Hero’s second 
dam. Snared, did no more than 
place on the track but produced 
two stakes winners: Robbie 
Roberson (An Act) and Ms. 
Rutledge (Lord Gaylord), both 
of whom won their black-type 
events at sprint distances. 
Snared was a daughter of the 
sprinter Insubordination, a son 
of Swaps’s lesser brother Semi- 
pro. 

Snared was a half-sister to 
another pair of stakes winners. 
Bold Captive and Bold Storm. 
Bold Captive went on to fame 
and fortune as the dam of five 
stakes winners, led by Breeders’ 
Cup Classic-Gl winner Sky- 
walker, as well as Royal Captive, 
Pac Mania, Danzante and Nidd. 
Snared’s other half-sisters 
included three stakes producers: 
Captive Queen, Tribal Envoy 
and Dancing Squaw, so the fam¬ 
ily was throwing some real class. 

The next dam. Captive Audi¬ 
ence, was a full sister to the 
stakes winner and sire Iron War¬ 
rior. Captive Audience’s dam 
(New York Hero’s fourth dam) 
Home Port was out of the 
stakes winner Home-Made, 
whose dam Plucky Maid was a 
foundation mare for Alfred 
Vanderbilt’s Sagamore Farm. 
Captive Audience, Iron Warrior, 
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PEDIGREES continued 



Partner’s Hero (by Danzig) is a graded stakes-winning haif-brother to sprint champion Safeiy Kept. 


Look Ma, Secret Practice and 
Heel and Toe (the latter three 
being good producing daughters 
of Home-Made), were all sired 
by Vanderbilt’s hero Native 
Dancer. 

An interesting thing about 
Snared’s pedigree (Insubordina¬ 
tion—Captive Audience) is its 
4x4 inbreeding to the brood¬ 
mare Quickly Quickly appears 
in Snared’s pedigree as the dam 
of both Depth Charge (sire of 
the dam of Insubordination) and 
Count Fleet (sire of Home Port, 
the dam of Captive Audience). 
Quickly (Haste—Stephanie by 
*Stefan the Great) was a durable 
but cheap sprinter. Bred to the 
top American stayer and Ken¬ 
tucky Derby winner Reigh Count, 
she produced the 1943 Triple 
Crown winner Count Fleet. 

From a subsequent mating 
with Kentucky Derby winner 
Bold Venture, Quickly foaled 
Depth Charge. Stakes-placed as 
a juvenile. Depth Charge was a 
decent sire of Thoroughbreds 
(12 stakes winners from 174 reg¬ 
istered foals), but proved an 
extremely influential sire of 
Quarter Horses. 

Quickly’s next foal was a full 
brother to Count Fleet named 
Count Speed, who, although not 
a stakes winner, won nine races 
and became another reasonably 
successful sire of Thorough¬ 
breds. His best was the good 
colt Eddie Schmidt, who, like 
Count Fleet, proved the value of 
Reigh Count’s stamina and won 
the Gallant Fox Handicap as a 4- 
year-old among his 20 wins and 
dozen stakes wins. 

When Snared was mated 
with John Alden, to produce 
Nin Two, it marked the intro¬ 
duction of two strong sources 
of stamina. John Alden was by 
Speak John, a son of Prince 
John (by *Princequillo) out of 
the top broodmare Nicoma (by 
Nashua). Prince John is particu¬ 
larly significant in the scheme of 
things since his dam was Not 
Afraid, a daughter of Count 
Fleet. This means that Nin Two 
was linebred 5x4 to Count Fleet. 
Count Fleet was the most 
important son of Quickly, the 
mare who was inbred in Nin 
Two’s dam Snared. Nin Two is 
thus also 6x5x5 to Quickly. 

What we find in New York 
Hero’s pedigree is a departure 


from that pattern of Hnebreed- 
ing to Quickly, or is it? 

Parmer’s Hero has no crosses 
of Count Fleet or Quickly in his 
pedigree. His sire Danzig was 
successful with mares carrying 
Bold Ruler; in fact, Danzig’s first 
champion Chief’s Crown, an 
extremely versatile colt, was out 
of a mare by Secretariat. There 
had been some question, howev¬ 
er, whether the nick was with 
Bold Ruler or with *Princequillo, 
since Danzig has also shown a 
nick with Sir Gaylord, who 
shared his dam Somethingroyal 
(by *Princequillo) with Secretar¬ 
iat. Danzig has also nicked with 
Round Table, a son of *Prince- 
quillo. 

Nearly all of the top Danzigs 
who have a cross of Bold Ruler 
also happen to have an associated 
cross of *Princequillo, through 
such joint sources as Secretariat, 
Bold Lad, Successor and Seattle 
Slew, for instance, all bred on the 
Bold Ruler/*Princequillo nick. 

Partner’s Hero’s dam sup¬ 
plied only the Bold Ruler side of 
the equation, however. And 
although he was a Grade 2 win¬ 
ner, Parmer’s Hero had his Hmits 
(seven furlongs, apparently). 
Since Danzig did well with Bold 
Ruler and *Princequillo in com¬ 


bination, and *Princequillo espe¬ 
cially, it would make sense that 
Partner’s Hero would succeed 
with mares carrying significant 
crosses of *Princequillo. By 
happy coincidence, this is the 
case in the dams of both of his 
first-crop stakes winners, the filly 
Object of Virtue and the colt 
New York Hero. 

Object of Virtue won last 
year’s Maryland Million Lassie 
Stakes, becoming Parmer’s Hero’s 
first stakes winner and helping to 
boost him to the top ranking 
among the Mid-Atlantic’s fresh¬ 
man sires. She is out of a mare 
by Carson City (by Mr. Prospec¬ 
tor out of a daughter of Blush¬ 
ing Groom-Fr) and her second 
dam was by Secretariat (dam by 
*PrincequiIlo). This makes Object 
of Virtue 4x4 to Bold Ruler. 

New York Hero doesn’t have 
the double to Bold Ruler, but he 
is 5x5 to Bold Ruler’s sire 
*Nasrullah. More importantly, 
he’s out of a *Princequillo-line 
mare, thanks to John Alden (by 
Speak John, by Prince John, by 
*Princequillo). New York Hero 
is also 5x4 to Native Dancer 
through daughters Natalma 
(dam of Northern Dancer) and 
Captive Audience (his third 
dam). In this regard, he mirrors 


Object of Virtue, who is out of a 
mare by Carson City, a male-line 
descendant of Native Dancer 
through his son Raise a Native. 

Partner’s Hero goes back in 
female line through his dam 
Safely Home, second dam Arc 
Lamp, etc., on to his seventh 
dam *Asthore, whom Joseph 
Widener bred in France and 
imported to America along with 
her dam, Martha Gorman, and 
older sibling *Maintenant (by 
Maintenon). 

*Maintenanfs major claim to 
fame is as the sire of the nice 
colt Haste, who won the Withers 
Stakes and placed third in the 
Belmont Stakes in 1926. In turn. 
Haste made his mark as the sire 
of Quickly, who’s found inbred 
in New York Hero’s second dam 
Snared. So Partner’s Hero’s 
female line reinforces an element 
found in Quickly’s sire Haste, 
and actually does work with Nin 
Two’s linebreeding to Count 
Fleet and his dam. Is it too far 
back to be significant? 

We’re not saying this explains 
New York Hero’s running ability, 
but it turns out to be an interest¬ 
ing coincidence in the unfolding 
story of the good Maryland- 
bred colt and his sire Partner’s 
Hero. ^

Cracked hooves: 
a common and 
potentially 
serious aiiment 


O ccasionally a horse will 
develop a crack in the hoof 
wall—from splitting and 
chipping or excessive concus¬ 
sion and forces on the foot, or 
from injury or infection. 
Barefoot horses often develop 
chips and cracks, but these are 
usually not serious unless neg¬ 
lected. In a long, untrimmed 
foot, however, cracks can 
become worse quickly, traveling 
up into the sensitive tissues. 
These can be hard to correct. A 
deep crack may make the horse 
lame. Some cracks get started 
when shoes are improperly 
removed, with the nails being 
still tight in the hoof wall when 
the shoe is pulled, tearing out 
some of the heel and quarter. 

Brittle feet, caused by dry 
conditions, nutrition or genetics, 
make a horse more prone to 
cracks. Britdeness is more com¬ 
mon in white hooves than dark 
ones, but depends on the indi¬ 
vidual. Some horses have 
tougher, more resilient feet than 
others, regardless of hoof color. 
If a horse tends to have brittle 
feet that crack easily, a good 
hoof dressing can help counter¬ 
act the problem, as can certain 
feed supplements. Your vet can 
advise you on these. 

Toe cracks, quarter cracks 
and heel cracks start in the hoof 
wall at the ground surface, usual¬ 
ly from a chip or split in a long 
hoof, and travel upward. 
Sometimes a crack wiU start in 
the heel or quarter area and trav¬ 
el more horizontally around the 
foot, due to weakness in the 
hoof wall at that area from a 
blow or injury (as when a horse 


strikes the hoof forcefully 
against a rock or strikes the foot 
with another shod hoof at 
speed). A heel crack may start as 
a small separation and gradually 
progress until the hoof wall at 
the quarter is completely sepa¬ 
rated from the underlying tis¬ 
sues. 

Quarter cracks and heel 
cracks can be more serious than 
a toe crack, since they more 
often involve the underlying sen¬ 
sitive tissues. Sometimes a crack 
will start at the coronary band. 
This t 3 rpe of crack will travel 
downward—^because of weak¬ 
ness in the hoof wall at that 
area—^but is less common. 

Thin hoof walls and thin 
soles make a horse more suscep¬ 
tible to foot injuries and cracks 
because the hoof is more easily 
chipped when traveling on 
uneven ground, and more easily 
broken. Feet with thin walls also 
wear quickly if the horse is bare¬ 
foot. 

Barefoot horses with serious 
hoof cracks must be trimmed 
very frequently to relieve pres¬ 
sure on the crack and keep it 
from splitting farther. It is often 
difficult to grow out a bad crack 
on a barefoot horse because it 
may be impossible to take all the 
pressure off the crack and keep 
it from spreading. The horse 
may need to be shod in order to 
grow out the crack. A serious 
crack may take a long time to 
grow out, since the hoof wall 
grows only about a quarter-inch 
per month (growth rate will vary 
somewhat with the individual 
horse). 


When trimming a foot with a 
hoof crack, the hoof wall at the 
crack should be cut away so it 
doesn’t bear weight and expand. 
For a toe crack, the toe should 
be trimmed on either side of the 
crack. 

For a quarter or heel crack, 
the hoof wall at the heel should 
be trimmed from the point of 
the crack to the back of the wall, 
so the heel and quarter areas will 
not take weight; thus the crack 
cannot spread apart and split 
more. 

The progress of a crack can 
often be halted (if it does not 
already extend clear up to the 
coronary band) by rasping a 
small notch across its highest 
point. This helps stop the split¬ 
ting, for it distributes the force 
and pressure along the notched 
groove instead of on up the 
hoof wall. 

A hoof crack that originates 
in the coronary band because of 
an old injury will often be a per¬ 
sistent problem. Corrective shoe¬ 
ing may be necessary for the rest 
of the horse’s life because the 
defect in the coronary band 
causes weak and distorted hoof 
growth. Regular use of hoof 
dressing, or a lanoHn-base oint¬ 
ment such as Corona, or olive oil 
can also help keep the coronary 
band and hoof wall more pliable 
in that area, and less likely to 
crack. 

A shoe can help keep the 
stress off the hoof wall at the 
area of the crack, and keep it 
from splitting farther. When 
shoeing the horse with a crack, it 
also helps to put a clip on each 
side of the crack to keep the 


hoof wall from expanding there 
when weight is placed on the 
foot. A half bar shoe is some¬ 
times helpful for a quarter crack, 
for it enables the frog to bear 
some of the weight that would 
ordinarily be borne by the hoof 
wall. 

When the foot is being pre¬ 
pared for the shoe, a portion of 
the hoof wall at the site of the 
crack should be trimmed away 
so it can’t bear weight. Thus the 
weight can be distributed along 
the rest of the shoe, not at the 
crack. This allows the hoof wall 
to grow out without widening 
the crack and sending it on up 
the hoof 


Whenever the bearing sur¬ 
face of the hoof wall is lowered 
(so it does not meet the shoe and 
put pressure on the wall at that 
spot), the space between the 
shoe and the hoof wall should 
be cleaned out daily so the hoof 
cannot bear weight at that area 
and put pressure on the crack. 


Your vet or farrier may sug¬ 
gest some other method for 
severe cracks, including drilling 
holes along k on either side so 
that fine wire or strong suture 
material can be laced in to help 
hold the crack together. Some 
problems can be repaired with a 
strong, fast-drying epoxy glue or 
plastic that holds the cracked 
area together and fills the space 
(so the sensitive tissues under¬ 
neath are protected from the 
possibility of infection). Even 
with glue or plastic filler, the foot 
must still be trimmed often, or 
the shoe reset, until the crack has 
grown out.

A S the saying goes, ''Hi Ho 
Pimlico ” On April 2, rac¬ 
ing headed up 1-95 and 
around the Beltway to PimHco 
for the spring meet. The 
Preakness, the Pimlico Special 
(both Grade 1) and 25 other 
stakes highlight the 10-week stay 
Nobody got off to a better 
start than Ashton Fitzpatrick. 
On opening day, the 16-year-old 
jockey steered Must Be Da 
Money to victory It was the 
fifth time to the winner's circle 
for the apprentice who started 
out with trainers Nancy Heil and 
Eddie Gaudet at Bowie. Gaudet 
saddled Must Be Da Money 
"I did [show] jumpers for 
eight years and was never really 
into racing Then in 1999, it was 
Derby day and I was bored. I 
saw Chris Antley win on 
Charismatic and I said I want to 
do that," said Fitzpatrick. "I was 
in a feed store and met Nancy 
Heil. I started hotwalking and 
learning everything I could from 
her. I got my license on my 16th 
birthday and started galloping 
horses for her and Eddie 
Gaudet right then." 

Fitzpatrick won four races at 
Pimlico in April and plans to 
keep going. 

"It's a big thrill. I didn't think 
I'd do it so soon. I rode an ama¬ 
teur race on November 18, then 
Eddie said I could ride one or 
two after that," Fitzpatrick said. 
"Then I lost my 10-pound bug 
and now I'm riding better and 
better horses. I love it. It's a lot 
of hard work but a lot of fun 
too." 

With Ryan Fogelsonger and 
a slew of other top apprentices 
hailing from Maryland, Fitz¬ 
patrick can't help but think of 
bigger things. 

"I don't know about being 
the next one but a lot of people 
say it to me," she said. "If I am.

On the second day of the 
meet, veteran jockey Omar 
Klinger returned to the track 
photographer for the first time 
since he hurt his shoulder last 
summer at Colonial Downs. 

By the first weekend of rac¬ 
ing, trainer John Servis was 
back to doing what he does best 
—shipping a Fox Hill Farm 
horse from Philadelphia Park to 
Maryland to win a stakes. This 
time it was Balmy who followed 
the chow line and won the 
Primonetta Stakes. 

Under Ramon Dominguez, 
Balmy sat off longshot New 
Years Eve Gala until the head of 
the stretch where she pulled 
away to win by a length and a 
quarter over Darnestown and 
Hunka Hunka Lori Z. 

Balmy followed Ladyecho, 
Martha's Music and Pupil for 
Servis's fourth added-money 
victory in Maryland this year. 
Servis conditioned the tough 
mare Josde, who won the Grade 1 
Alabama at Saratoga, and he has 
another strong band for Fox Hill 
Farm. 

Frank Stronach has the 
home field advantage down to a 
T. He owns the track. Red Leave 
Rose, Sly Butterfly and In Love 
Again contributed three victo¬ 
ries early in the meet for Stro¬ 
nach and trainer Dickie Small, 
the latter two winning maiden 
special weights on April 6. 
PimHco is the longtime base for 
Small, who added Stronach to 
his client list last year. 

Trainer Howard Woifendaie 
added Love Happy, a son of 
top stakes sire Not For Love, to 
his stall list on December 27 
when he put up $30,000 of 
Edward Turner's money to 
claim him. Litde did he know 
five straight wins, including a 
stakes, would follow. On April 
12, Love Happy, with Ramon 
Dominguez in the saddle, won 
the Fire Plug Stakes by a neck 
over Pioneer Boy. Sassy Hound 
finished third. It was 5-year-old 
Love Happy's first stakes victory. 

Home Run Hitter certainly 
did what her name describes, 
upsetting 1-20 favorite Randa- 
roo (yes, that says one to 20) in 
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the Smart Halo Stakes for 3-year- 
old fillies on April 13. Muldoon, 
Zanella and Reed’s Home Run 
Hitter finished second to Randa- 
roo in their previous meeting, an 
allowance race at Aqueduct. 

Under Jose Caraballo, Home 
Run Hitter hassled Randaroo 
down the backside of the six- 
furlong event and eventually put 
a neck between herself and the 
favorite at the finish. Bamba fin¬ 
ished third. 

Home Run Hitter’s victory 
placed trainer Ben Feliciano Jr. 
on the top of the leader board, 
along with Dale Capuano and 
Ferris AUen. Each trainer had 
five winners after two weeks of 
racing. 

Of course that’s just another 
day to Ryan Fogelsonger. Last 
year’s Eclipse Award-winning 
apprentice won half the races 
and aU the stakes on April 19. 

In front of 7,802 fans, the 
21-year-old jockey won the Fed¬ 


Grace Bay, bred and owned by Steven Newby, joined the ranks of stakes 
winners with a five and a half-length romp in the Caesar’s Wish Stakes. 


erico Tesio on Cherokee’s Boy 
and the Baltimore Breeders’ 
Cup Handicap-G3 with the 
indomitable P Day. 

Fogelsonger ranked second 
in the nation with 120 winners 
and led the local room with 25 
tallies. 


ZWP Stable’s Cherokee’s Boy 
was on top the whole way of the 
$150,000 Tesio, a Maryland prep 
for the Preakness. Trained by 
Gary Capuano, Cherokee’s Boy 
won by an easy two and three- 
quarters lengths. Penobscot Bay 
finished second with High 



Watermark third. The favorite, a 
son of Citidancer, was the 2-year- 
old Maryland-bred champion 
and continues to bang out huge 
efforts as the best 3-year-old in 
Maryland (at least while Toccet 
is on the sidelines). 

Huge efforts are nothing to 
P Day. The 8-year-old horse has 
been doing that his whole life. 
I This time it was the Baltimore 
I Breeders’ Cup, a $125,000 stakes. 
I Owned by Adam Russo and 
£ trained by Charles J. Hadry, the 
y Maryland-bred took care of 
§ Changeintheweather by almost 
three lengths. FuU Brush was 
third. 

The Baltimore Breeders’ 
Cup was the fourth stakes win 
since Christmas for the son of 
Private Terms and his first grad¬ 
ed stakes victory.

Love Sam easily 
defeated favorite Attainable by 
seven and a quarter lengths, with 
No Strings third. Ridden by 
Enrique Jurado, Love Sam (by 
Not For Love) finished in 
1:10.19 for the six furlongs. 

Trainer Earl Begley Jr. 
brought Love Sam back from a 
fractured tibia suffered last year. 

‘‘It was like a bucked shin, a 
stress fracture,” said Begley, who 
trains 19 horses at Pimlico. ''His 
last two races have been reaUy 
good. I bought his fuU brother 
for $40,000 in a 2-year-olds in 
training sale and liked him so 
much that I bought this horse as 
a yearling for $16,000.” 

Begley knows Love Sam’s 
quality first hand. 

"I ride him every morning I 
can. He’s easy to ride. He walks 
out to the track, stands there and 
looks. He’s all business all the 
time. When you breeze him, 
he’ll settle in and relax with 



company. He’s push button. He 
doesn’t get excited about any¬ 
thing,” Begley said. "You don’t 
want to get your hopes up too 
high with these horses. You’ll 
walk in the barn the next morn¬ 
ing and something’s wrong. But 
hopefully things are looking for¬ 
ward with this horse.”

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MONMOUTH 
PARK OPENS 
WITH FULL 
STABLE AREA

W hen spring arrives, racing 
at Monmouth Park is 
never far behind. Horses 
began arriving on the back- 
stretch in mid-April, and the 
main racing surface opened for 
training on April 21. 

Joe Pierce's Paisley Park, a 3- 
year old filly who finished sec¬ 
ond in last year's closing day 
$50,000 Junior Champion Stakes, 
was the first horse bedded down 
in one of the 1,600 stalls. 

Opening day was May 24, 
with live racing set to continue 
on a Wednesday through Sunday 
schedule through September 28. 
Purses will average $300,000 a 
day throughout the spring and 
summer, then drop to a lower 
level after Labor Day. 

Fourteen graded stakes are 
scheduled, highlighted by the 
$1 million Haskell Invitational 
Handicap-Gl, one of six stakes 
on the August 3 card. 

J. Willard Thompson, Mon¬ 
mouth's leading trainer of 2001, 
was an early arrival, as was Todd 
Pletcher, who is increasing his 
Monmouth contingent from 16 
horses to 44 this season. 

Other horsemen returning 
for 2003 include last year's lead¬ 
ing trainer Tim Hills, Ben Perkins 
Jr., Norman Pointer, Jason 
Servis and Theresa Pomp ay. 

Among the new faces are 
Richard Dutrow, a leading con¬ 
ditioner at Aqueduct, and Walter 
Bender, who will ship 16 horses. 
Eddie Gaudet, who had 12 horses 
at Monmouth last year, returns 
with 26, and Kelly Breen will 
have more than 20. 

‘‘The initial response to stall 
applications has been great," 
said Bob Kulina, vice-president 
of the New Jersey Sports and 
Exposition Authority. “We cur¬ 


rently have a waiting list for staUs 
and the barn area wiU be jam- 
packed." 

D. Wayne Lukas, who has 
sent a string to Monmouth the 
last few years, won't be return¬ 
ing, but told Kulina he will run 
as many horses as last year and 
intends to support the program. 

Mike Dempsey is back in 
his familiar capacity as racing 
secretary at Monmouth Park 
and Meadowlands. 

“We are excited to have Mike 
back with us. His racing experi¬ 
ence is invaluable," said Kulina. 
“We needed a change in the rac¬ 
ing office. I'm going to be 
spending much more time there 
this year, and having greater 
input in stall allocations, dealing 
with horsemen, etc." 

Dempsey served as racing 
secretary at Monmouth and 
Meadowlands from 1993 to 
2000, and worked in the finan¬ 
cial Reid for the last three years. 

“I'm pleased to return to 
Monmouth and Thoroughbred 
racing," said Dempsey. “This 
race track and the sport have 
remained an important part of 
my Hfe. I missed it the past few 
years and look forward to re¬ 
acquainting myself with all the 
horsemen and returning to the 
racing office." 

“Jersey Joe” Bravo, so nick¬ 
named because of his affinity 
for Monmouth Park, where he's 
won the riding title eight times, 
planned to return to the Ocean- 
port, N.J., oval. 

Bravo, 32, has been out of 
action since last summer when 
he fractured his wrist at 
Monmouth. His longtime agent 
Danny Mellul said that Bravo 
could have returned to competi¬ 
tion in October, but elected for 
additional surgery on his leg, 
which required more rehabilita¬ 
tion. 

“It took longer for the leg to 
heal than he anticipated," said 
Mellul. “But he's pretty excited 
about coming back to Mon¬ 
mouth Park." 

Mellul's other rider, Carlos 
Cruz, worked over the winter at 
a farm in Florida for trainer 
Dennis Manning. Last season, 
Cruz finished third in the Mon¬ 
mouth Park standings. ^

T he $75,000 Legal Light 
Stakes for 3-year-old fillies 
at six furlongs highlighted 
the April 26 opening day card at 
Delaware Park. The event was 
named after the winner of the 
first race ever conducted at the 
track, back in 1937. 

Joseph Shield’s homebred 
House Party, conditioned by 
Hall of Famer H. Allen Jerkens, 
romped home over five rivals by 
eight and a half lengths as the 
favorite, timed in 1:10.29. 

The Florida-bred daughter of 
French Deputy was ridden by 
Joe Rocco Jr. Two-time 2003 
stakes winner Ladyecho, a Phila¬ 
delphia Park shipper trained by 
John Servis, was second, and 
Valley of the Gods, the race’s 
longest shot at 19-1, completed 
the trifecta. 

‘‘She’s a really nice filly,” said 
Rocco. “In this race, she was 
push button. When I asked her, 
she just took off.” 


Trainer Mike Pino and rider 
Jose Caraballo teamed up to win 
the first race of the meet with 
Daniel M. Ryan’s On Retainer. 
The 3-year-old son of Regal 
Search Hcked off the season with 
a three and three-quarter-length 
tally in a maiden claiming event at 
six furlongs, and he was prompdy 
haltered by former leading trainer 
Tim Ritchey for $12,500. 

Pino, incidentally, won with 
the first five horses he saddled at 
the meet, his fifth coming in the 
first race on April 29 when Nick 
Sanna Stable’s Mukaabed rolled 
home under Mario Pino in a 
$10,000 claiming race at six fur¬ 
longs. 

Joe Orseno, who became a 
public trainer this year after his 
contract as private conditioner 
for Frank Stronach expired, has 
sent a division of his stable to 
Delaware for the 2003 season. 
His other horses will be based in 
New York. 


“I see going to Delaware as 
an opportunity to branch out 
and go where the pots are big,” 
said Orseno, who started his 
career on the Mid-Atlantic cir¬ 
cuit in 1977, saddling his first 
winner at Adantic City. “I’ll be 
sending some horses that maybe 
aren’t New York horses, but can 
still go and make a decent living. 
After talking to [racing secretary] 
Sam Abbey and knowing he was 
going to be there again this year, 
I decided to go.” 

Jockey Ramon Dominguez 
is hoping to pick up where he 
left off at Delaware Park. In July 
2002, Dominguez held a domi¬ 
nating 19-race lead in the jockeys’ 
race over a competitive group of 
riders that included Mike 
McCarthy, Jeremy Rose, Clinton 
Potts and Tony Black. 

But a spill on July 24, in 
which Dominguez broke his 
wrist, sidelined him for the rest 
of the season. By the time he

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returned to riding in late 
November, the Delaware meet 
had ended. 

“It was frustrating because I 
was having such a great meet and 
unfortunately I got hurt,’’ he 
said. “But I’m mentally ready for 
the 2003 meet and very excited 
about coming back to Delaware 
Park.” 

Among the new faces in the 
jockeys’ room are Roberto 
Alvarado Jr., who is riding for 
Scott Lake; Horatio Karamanos 
and Rodrigo Madrigal. Return¬ 
ing veterans include Anthony 
Black, Jose Caraballo, Oliver 
Castillo, Clinton Potts and 
Jeremy Rose. 

New backstretch bunkhouses, 
a retooled racing surface and 
cosmetic work to curbs, gutters 
and the backs tretch were among 


the improvements completed 
in time for the start of the 2003 
racing season. 

“Four of the eight bunk- 
houses we intend to erect are fin¬ 
ished, while the remainder are 
just waiting for certificates of 
occupancy,” said Bill Fasy, the 
track’s general manager. “One of 
the eight will be used for out-of- 
town grooms who ship in with 
their horses.” 

Fasy said “a ton of work” 
was done on the racing surface 
in the off-season. 

Purses for the new meet are 
down about $30,000 a day from 
last year’s levels, due to a 
statewide smoking ban in 
enclosed public buildings that 
has affected slots business. 

“Our slots business has been 
off about 20 percent since the 


smoking ban law was enacted 
last year,” said Fasy. 

Delaware Park continues to 
offer the second-highest purse 


structure in the region—^its figure 
of approximately $220,000 a d^ 
is topped only by Monmouth.^

H eroofthegame, last year’s 
“Horse of the Meet” at 
Meadowlands, sparkled in 
his 2003 debut on March 29 at 
Philadelphia Park. The aptly 
named 7-year-old won a $22,000 
allowance/optional claiming test 
at six and a half furlongs under 
apprentice Hector Ramos, 
wiring seven rivals in a quick 
1:15.68. 

“He was a great claim,” said 
trainer John McCaslin, who hal¬ 
tered the dark bay for $35,000 at 
Monmouth Park last August for 
the E & G Stable of brothers 
Eric and Gregg Fral. After the 
claim, Heroofthegame reeled off 
six straight wins. 


Heroofthegame (by Mont- 
brook) has proven remarkably 
consistent in his 44-race career. 
His stats include 12 wins, five 
seconds and six thirds, with 
earnings of more than $300,000 
through the end of March. 

And McCaslin is no slouch 
himself when it comes to consis¬ 
tency. His 31 winning percentage 
is the second highest of any 
trainer at Philadelphia Park. 

Bill Anderson, once a fix¬ 
ture on the New Jersey circuit, 
has moved to Philadelphia Park 
with a 20-horse stable. 

Anderson, 58, a resident of 
Long Valley, N.J., began condi¬ 
tioning Quarter Horses in the 
Midwest for his main client. Blue 
Crest Farms, then came to the 
Garden State in 1978 and 
switched to Thoroughbreds. 

“For more than 20 years I 
spent summers at Monmouth 
Park,” said Anderson. “Last year 
I spent the winter and spring at 
Philadelphia and then went to 
Monmouth, but this year I’m 
keeping the majority of my horses 
at Philadelphia and just sending 
a few to Monmouth.” 

Anderson won the 1991 Tyro 
Stakes at Monmouth with Thanks 


to Randy and was the leading 
trainer at Atlantic City in 1989. 
He said there are several reasons 
he’s shifted his base of opera¬ 
tions to Philadelphia. 

“Of course, with the possi¬ 
bility of slot machines coming to 
Pennsylvania, I wanted to be sta¬ 
bled there, and also I found that 
it was really tough to ship into 
Philadelphia and win when I was 
at Monmouth,” he said. “Plus, 
New Jersey racing is so up in the 
air right now. . . it’s hard for 
horsemen to plan ahead.” 

Anderson has been winning 
at a 16 percent clip this year, with 
his horses finishing in the money 
nearly 50 percent of the time. 

From the beginning, Edward 
Ciresa’s B J’s Verse has been a 
hard-luck horse. “As a yearling, 
he fractured a sesamoid and we 
had to delay breaking him,” said 
trainer Marty Ciresa, son of the 
owner. “At 3, he fractured a shin, 
and at 4 he fractured another shin, 
and then he bowed a tendon.” 

Now 5, the New Jersey-bred 
son of Opening Verse finally 
broke his maiden on February 
20 at Philadelphia, but in his next 
start on March 15 he fell victim 
to a freak incident.

One of Philadelphia Park’s 
resident Canada geese flew 
straight at B J’s Verse and hit 
him smack between the eyes 
while he was challenging for the 
lead under rider Todd Glasser. 
Fortunately, B J’s Verse escaped 
with only a small cut above his 
eye. The Equibase running Hne 
neatly summed up the experi¬ 
ence: “Hit by goose, faded.” 
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Marty Ciresa said, “I actually 
didn’t see what happened. It was 
only after Glasser got off the 
horse and said to me, T^ouVe got 
to watch the head-on of this 
race—^you won’t believe it!’ 

‘‘Even though we’ve invested 
thousands of dollars in veteri¬ 
nary work for this horse, we’ve 
kept him because we like him,” 
said Ciresa, who had seven wins 
from 27 starts at Philadelphia 
through late April, good for a 26 
percent winning rate. 


B J’s Verse came back to 
repay some of those vet bills on 
April 26 when he romped home 
in the slop in a one mile, 70 yard, 
test under Glasser for his second 
career victory. . . with no goose 
to stop him. 

The Bensalem Township 
Council voted 4 to 1, on April 
15, to give preliminary approval 
to Greenwood Racing Inc.’s 
plans for a 149,000-square-foot 
temporary building that is 
being erected in the front park¬ 


ing lot at Philadelphia Park in 
anticipation of the legalization of 
slot machines in Pennsylvania. 
The council gave final approval 
on April 28. 

Robert W Green, chairman 
of Greenwood, said the tempo¬ 
rary hangar-like structure would 
be furnished to resemble a casino, 
and that he projects that more 
than 7,000 patrons per day will 
play the slots. Several slot 
machine biUs now pending in the 
legislature call for each licensed 


race track in the state to operate 
3,000 machines. 

Green said that, upon the legal¬ 
ization of slots, Philadelphia Park 
will be the first race track in the 
state to offer them to the public. 

In the future. Greenwood 
plans to build a permanent 
building, at a cost of $100 mil¬ 
lion, on one side of the grand¬ 
stand. Green said that the track 
will eventually be turned into an 
entertainment complex, with 
theaters and restaurants.

IS PROVING 
GROUND FOR 
“TIGRESS”

I t was an impressive debut, to 
say the least, for Moving 
Cloud Farm Inc. and Sandee 
Martin’s Tigress Bythetail, a 3- 
year-old daughter of Unac¬ 
counted For. On April 4, she 
humbled five rivals in a $12,857 
maiden special weight contest at 
five and a half furlongs, sething 
just off the early pace under 
William Otero, then exploding 
as she turned for home to win 
by I 2 V 2 lengths. 

Trained by Todd Beattie, 
Tigress Bythetail was timed in 
1:05.09 and returned $4.80 as 
the second betting choice. 

Proving that her blowout 
maiden-breaker was no fluke. 
Tigress Bythetail shipped to 
Philadelphia on April 21 and 
kept her career record intact, 
winning a $26,400 allowance test 
by two lengths under Roberto 
Alvarado Jr. 

'fi looked at Tigress as a year¬ 
ling and really liked her, but I 
couldn’t afford her,” said Sandee 
Martin, assistant and fiancee of 
trainer Beattie. ''She was an 
RNA at the Fasig-Tipton 
Midlantic yearling sale and 
immediately following, Emmitt 
Brockell [of Moving Cloud 
Farm] contacted me to see if I 
was interested in co-owning her 
with him. Of course, I hooked 
up the trailer and went to 
Timonium to pick her up. I 
broke her that faU and put her 
into training last spring. She is a 
medium-sized filly, but she has a 
big, effortless stride. She showed 
good potential right away and I 
started to get excited about her 
when we advanced her works in 
distance. She had some real stiff 
competition in the morning: 
Billy Gilman [who just broke his 


maiden by four lengths at Phila¬ 
delphia and will run in the Danzig 
Stakes in his next start], Well- 
parmered [she’s won two out of 
three starts] and of course Sky 
Soldier.” 

Martin said plans for the filly 
include another allowance test, 
most likely at Philadelphia, and 
then the Wonders Delight Stakes 
at Penn National on June 13. 

The winningest horse at 
Penn National through racing of 
April 20 is Pam Scheifele’s Tam 
Win Tam, who sports a record 
of six starts and five victories. In 
winning his fifth race of the year 
on April 4, he was claimed by 
trainer Tracey Lopez on behalf 
of Scheifele from trainer David 
Geist for $5,000. 

A 6-year-old son of Colonial 
Affair bred by Ping Woon Tam 
in Kentucky, Tam Win Tam won 
the six-furlong event by five and 
a half lengths and stopped the 
timer in 1.11.10. 


Scott Lake, who recently took 
over the training chores for 
Thomas McClay’s stakes-win- 
ning Beau’s Surprise, thought he 
had found an easy spot the night 
of April 26 in a six-furlong 
$14,100 allowance test. But trainer 
John McCaslin shipped E & G 
Stable’s Heroofthegame from 
Philadelphia Park for the same 
event, and Lake’s worst fears 
were realized when that rival 
shot straight to the lead under 
Hector Ramos and cruised home 
two lengths the better of Beau’s 
Surprise in 1:10.62. 

"I knew Heroofthegame 
would be one tough customer 
tonight, and I was right,” said 
Lake. 

Officials of Penn National 
Gaming Inc. (PNG) filed con¬ 
struction plans with the local 
municipality for a casino at 
Penn National that could cost 
approximately $100 million. 


The facility, which would be 
an addition to the west end of 
the track’s existing clubhouse, 
will only be built upon the 
approval of slots legislation, said 
PNG CEO Peter Carlino. The 
company wants to break ground 
as soon as possible, Carlino 
added. 

Plans call for the casino to be 
decorated in a motion picture 
theme. 'We’ll bring the highest 
level of theme and design,” 
Carlino told the Harrisburg 
Patriot News. "What we’re not 
about is getting a bunch of slot 
machines and throwing them on 
the basement floor and saying 
'Here it is.’” #

B uilding a racing empire 
wasn’t on Don Mosier’s 
list of childhood dreams. 
Nor was the sport of kings on 
his mind during his first two 
decades of adult Hfe. But, after 
21 years in the field of telecom¬ 
munications, this cowboy from 
Texas has taken to the track. 

"‘I first became interested in 
racing just three years ago,” 
Mosier said. "Trom the moment 
my first horse broke from the 
gate, I knew I had found my true 
calling.” 

From owning just one horse, 
Mosier quickly expanded his 
operation, and last year estab¬ 
lished Corner Stone Thorough¬ 
breds LLC, which now has 30 
runners. 

''Things have skyrocketed, 
and I think ifs the right time to 
leave my past pursuits behind so 
that I can give horse racing my 
full and undivided attention,” 
Mosier said. "This is what I was 
born to do. 

"I have to give Frank Carulli 
[Charles Town’s former racing 
analyst, who now is the analyst 
and oddsmaker at Pimlico and 


Laurel Park] the credit for open¬ 
ing my eyes to the world of rac¬ 
ing and my trainer Tom Pavlick 
for being the rock that Corner 
Stone is anchored to. Thanks to 
them, my life has never been 
more exciting or more reward¬ 
ing,” Mosier related. 

March went out like a lion 
for Corner Stone Thorough¬ 
breds, and April ushered in the 
same rate of victories. During a 
10-race stretch the stable visited 
the winner’s circle six times and 
had two seconds. Dixie Chix, 
Chris Goes West and Adrinkin- 
seattle (two triumphs) account¬ 
ed for four wins at Charles 
Town, while Nordic Lass and 
Pay Any Price recorded their 
first-place finishes at Laurel and 
Pimlico, respectively. 

"I’m always optimistic, but I 
never imagined a period of time 
where we would win over 50 
percent of our starts,” Mosier 
said. 

The sights and sounds of 
thundering hooves are also serv¬ 
ing as a second career for 
Pavlick, as well as his second 
association with professional 
sports. The New Jersey native 
played baseball professionally 
for a dozen years. Pavlick signed 
with the Milwaukee Braves, 
spent time in the New York 
Yankees organization and went 
to spring training as a member 
of the Los Angeles Dodgers. 

"I never made it in the big 
leagues, but I sure had a lot of 
fun trying,” Pavlick said. "At 
first, I missed the daily competi¬ 
tion of playing ball, but I have 
found horse racing offers all the 


competition anyone could ever 
want and then some.” 

Pavlick sees other similarities 
between horse racing and hitting 
a basebaU. 

"If you fail 70 percent of the 
time as a hitter, you can still be a 
star,” Pavlick said. "If you fail 70 
percent of the time as a trainer 
you just might be a superstar. 
And in both sports luck won’t 
keep the lights on. 

"That’s why Don and I get 
along so well—he doesn’t 
believe in luck either. He’s a very 
ambitious person who likes to 
make things happen. His per¬ 
sonality and positive nature are 
just what racing needs, and he’s 
on the verge of taking this part¬ 
nership to a whole new level.” 

Based at Charles Town, 
Corner Stone Thoroughbreds 
LLC can be found competing 
throughout the Mid-Atlantic 
region. 

"We will ship horses to the 
Maryland tracks, Philadelphia, 
Delaware, Colonial Downs and 
wherever else we think a horse 
fits,” Mosier said. "But Charles 
Town is where everything start¬ 
ed, and ifs a great home base. 
People are kind of friendly here 
and that reminds me of Texas.” 

Raymond Zegowitz appre¬ 
ciates a snappy racing perform¬ 
ance as much as the next fan, but 
when Snap Hook had his way in 
a four and a half-furlong sprint 
on April 4 it marked Zegowitz’s 
first win as a trainer. 

"The sport has always excited 
me, but my first win as a trainer 
just multiplied that feeling,” 
Zegowitz said. "Having a horse 
in the race changes everything.” 

Snap Hook, a 4-year-old geld¬ 
ed son of Birdonthewire, was 
ridden by Ricardo Valdes and is 
owned by Richard Zegowitz. 

A night of winning favorites 
on April 25 came to an abrupt 
end when Millwood and jockey 
Chris Martin rewarded longshot 
players in the seventh race, 
returning $231.20 to win, $52.80 
to place and $24.80 for show 
Even with post-time favorite In 
Hot Pursuit finishing second, 
the exacta was worth $1,497.40 
and the trifecta paid a whopping 
$21,659.20. At higher odds than 
anyone else on the card, the 4- 
year-old son of Avery out of the 


apdy named mare She Did What 
answered the call in allowance 
company for Hasty Rebel Stables 
and trainer Jackie Harper. 

In the race for the spring 
meet riding tide, jockey Oscar 
Flores sprang to the lead with a 
riding triple on April 4 and 
extended his advantage with 
another three-win performance 
on April 16. Those two hat trick 
days were the difference as 
Flores maintained a 22 to 16 
edge in victories as of late April 
over the ever dangerous Travis 
Dunkelberger. Juan Ortega 
and Luis Garcia were in an early 
dead heat for third with 11 wins 
each. Mark Rosenthal kept 
things close with 10 victories 
from just 38 starts. 

In her own version of girls 
gone wild in West Virginia, 
Natasha Bracaloni is making 
sure the female side of the jock¬ 
ey colony gets noticed. Through 
late April, Bracaloni had three 
wins and two seconds from only 
eight starts. 

In the trainers’ standings the 
ritual rivalry between Jeff 
Runco and Ronney Brown is 
once again too close to call in the 
early going. With 13 victories 
from 50 starts, Runco is right 
where he wants to be, but he 
knows Brown (11 wins) is bound 
to make his own run. Joseph 
Yourchisin has a hold on the 
third spot with six winning 
efforts from just 12 starts. Julio 
Cartagena, William Berry and 
Settimo Russo are aU winning 
half their starts (three wins from 
six starts), but Rodney Jenkins 
has the highest winning percent¬ 
age with three victories from 
only four tries. 

Charles Town’s experiment 
with 11-race cards ended 
because the state of West Vir¬ 
ginia imposed a tax of $1,250 on 
the extra event. 

"It’s a shame, but we are back 
to 10-race cards until we get 
some relief from the state legis¬ 
lature,” said Charles Town 
HBPA president Dick Watson. 
"The 11th race was a godsend 
for horsemen. Every week it 
allowed 50 more horses a chance 
to compete.” 
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Skipped 
no more: 
Sonny Mine 
elected to 
Hall of 
Fame

S onny Hine had been eligi¬ 
ble for the Hall of Fame for 
a long time, too long some 
of his many friends and admir¬ 
ers thought. He may not have 
had the statistics of a Wayne 
Lukas, the flare of a Bob Baffert 
or the overwhelming strength in 
his stable that a Bobby Frankel 
has, but he was a steady winner 
over the 52 years that he trained. 
And perhaps he got more out of 
less than any trainer in racing 
history. 

There was, of course. Skip 
Away. He brought Hine, who 
died in 2000 at the age of 69, 
more exposure and fame than 
any other horse, earning 
$9,616,360—not a bad return, 
you might say, for a horse who 
cost $22,500 as a yearling. 
Before Skip Away, there were 
Amber Pass ($16,000), Bet Big 
($32,000) and Skip Trial 
($25,000), all of them Grade 1 
or Grade 2 winners. Those sorts 
of feats probably should have 
led to his enshrinement years 
earlier. 

But Sonny Hine was never 
known to complain about any 
perceived slights. That’s just the 
way he was, never caught up in 
himself or personal accomplish¬ 
ments. 

‘'He just wanted everything 
for his horses,” his wife of 38 
years, Carolyn, said at the 
announcement that Hine had 



been voted into racing’s Hall of 
Fame. “He wanted the accolades 
for his horses and for me, his 
wife, because he thought I had 
sacrificed a lot. We were togeth¬ 
er 24-7. I know he’d be very 
proud of this. He may not be 
here in person, but he is here in 
spirit.” 

That’s the way Sonny Hine, a 
regular at the Mid-Atlantic tracks 
and on the Florida circuit since 
he saddled his Brst winner at 
Marlboro in 1948, was. He was a 
very ordinary guy, and that is 


meant in the kindest sense. In a 
business where egos can run 
amuck and some trainers aren’t 
comfortable in anything less 
than a showy $75,000 car. Sonny 
and Carolyn Hine were as down 
to earth as they come. It didn’t 
matter if Hine was trying to 
scrape a few nickels together 
when his stable of bad, cheap 
horses wasn’t performing or 
whether he was cashing six-fig¬ 
ure checks after another Skip 
Away victory. He was always the 
same. 


Carolyn was known to clip 
coupons even during the heyday 
of Skip Away and the Hines 
would dine at the type of places 
where you could still get a decent 
steak for $11.99. But it wasn’t a 
matter of being cheap, it was 
more a matter of not getting too 
carried away with themselves, an 
endearing quality if there ever 
was one. There were more 
important things in life. 

“Sonny loved people,” Caro¬ 
lyn said. “He loved to do things 
for people and it was always 
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important for him to be there 
for someone. Sometimes we had 
to say to him, ‘Sonny, why are 
you helping this trainer or giving 
advice to that one? What are you 
going to do when they turn 
around and beat you in a race?’ 
But that sort of thing just came 
natural to him. He was a special 
man.” 

Just out of high school, just 
17 at the time, Hine started train¬ 
ing in 1948. He was diverted for 
a while when he took a job as a 
fingerprint specialist for the FBI. 
The next step was a job at the 
State Department, where he was 
an investigator whose specialty 
was his ability to speak Mandarin 
Chinese, which was put to good 
use during the Korean War. 

By 1957, he was back full¬ 
time on the race track and had to 
make do with the types of horses 
who never seem to pay the bills. 
But Hine was too talented to be 
a bottom-feeder forever. He 
would eventually parmer with 
the type of owners who could 
give him a pretty good horse. 

But none were born to be 
stars or had the types of pedi¬ 
grees that had the people with 
deep pockets fighting one anoth¬ 
er at the sales. The horses always 
seemed to reflect the man. There 
was nothing particularly fancy 
about them or their bloodlines, 
but they worked hard and got 
the job done. 

There were so many exam¬ 
ples. No one thought the mighty 
Spend a Buck could be beaten in 
the 1985 Haskell, but Skip Trial 
was too good for him that day. 

Cigar was among the best 
ever, but Skip Away was better 
for at least one day. He beat 
Cigar in the 1996 Jockey Club 


Gold Cup-Gl. Technology was 
just another face in the crowd in 
the 1992 Florida Derby-Gl, but 
there he was, four and a half 
lengths in front at the wire. 

“He was so dedicated,” 
Carolyn Hine said. “It was his 
life. We used to joke sometimes. 
Fd say, ‘If we put everything on 
a totem pole, then the horses are 
number one; number two are 
our cats. Did I make the show 
position?’ We would joke about 
that. We were married 38 years 
and we never had a vacation or a 
honeymoon. We had no chil¬ 
dren. We had no excuses. We just 
didn’t want to be away from the 
horses.” 

Sonny never managed to 
attain the celebrity status of a 
Baffert or Lukas, but he flirted 
with it once Skip Away came 
around. Suddenly, Sonny Hine 
had the best horse in the country 
and everyone wanted a piece of 
him. The press knew a good 
story when it saw one. 

Sonny wanted to buy Carolyn 
a birthday present and picked 
out a horse. It was a son of Skip 
Trial and there was something 
Sonny liked about him, so he 
bought him at the Calder sales 
for a modest $30,000. But after 
he was vetted out they told him 
he had a chip in an ankle and 
they told Sonny to send the 
damaged goods back. He did 
and drove away. But something 
hit him, call it a hunch. 

With Carolyn, he pulled a U- 
turn and hustled back to Calder. 
Because of the chip, a deal was 
worked out by which the Hines 
only had to pay $22,500 for the 
horse. It was the most fortunate 
U-turn in horse racing history. 


“Skippy put a smile on our 
faces and a song in our hearts,” 
Carolyn said. 

The money started to flow in 
and it sometimes seemed the 
Hines needed a wheelbarrow to 
get it aU to the bank. It didn’t 
matter. Dinner was still at the 
local buffet and Sonny was still 
just a regular guy who happened 


to have come upon a good 
horse. Now he’s a Hall of Famer. 

“I feU apart when they told 
me Sonny had been elected to 
the Hall of Fame,” Carolyn said. 
“I looked out the window and 
screamed with delight. I kept 
thanking God. They swore me 
to secrecy, but I told them I had 
to tell one person. I went to the 
cemetery and told Sonny.” ^

MARCIANO RETIRES 
TO MARYLAND 


M ultiple stakes winner Mar¬ 
ciano, a son of Two Punch 
who competed best in 
middle distance races, has been 
retired after sustaining a training 
injury in March. The 5-year-old 
gray horse stands his first season 
for private contract at Cono- 
wingo Lake Farm in Conowingo, 
Md., as the property of Win- 
more Stables, under whose col¬ 
ors he raced. 

Marciano earned $404,486 
from 25 starts over three sea¬ 
sons. A stakes winner at 2, when 
he captured the six-furlong 
Ambernash Stakes at Laurel 
Park by six and a quarter lengths, 
Marciano won or placed in five 
stakes at 3. After finishing sec¬ 
ond in his seasonal debut to Talk 
Is Money in Laurel’s Miracle 
Wood Stakes, Marciano returned 
to dominate the mile and a six¬ 
teenth Herat Stakes, galloping 
home to win by more than nine 
lengths. 


Stretching out to a mile and 
an eighth, Marciano was second, 
by a neck, in the Private Terms 
Stakes. He followed that effort 
with the biggest score of his 
career, a victory in the Federico 
Tesio Stakes at Pimlico while 
defeating Talk Is Money and 
Grade 1 winner Burning Roma. 

That victory prompted his 
connections to attempt the 
Preakness Stakes-Gl. His trip 
wasn’t the cleanest, as described 
in the Daily Racing Form\ chart 
notes: ‘‘steadied in tight along 
the rail on the first turn. . . 
checked in traffic on the far 
turn,” yet he finished only a 
length behind Kentucky Derby- 
G1 winner Monarchos while 
seventh, beaten eight and a half 
lengths by eventual horse of the 
year Point Given. 

Marciano won seven races 
during his career and finished 
second or third in eight others, 
seven of them stakes. In 



Marciano outfinished Talk Is Money to record an impressive victory in the 
2001 Federico Tesio Stakes at Pimlico, one of his 10 stakes wins or placings. 


November 2002 he recorded 
two stakes placings in his final 
efforts, both thirds—in Dela¬ 
ware Park’s six-furlong Foggy 
Road Stakes to Preakness Stakes- 
Gl winner Red Bullet, and in 
Laurel Park’s mile and a six¬ 
teenth Hail Emperor Stakes over 
a sloppy track to Polish Pride. 

Out of Pardonable, by 
Magesterial (a son of Northern 
Dancer), Marciano is a half- 
brother to $156,693-earner 
Exonerating. 


His third dam, Gramy (Fr), 
was a multiple group winner in 
her native country and produced 
millionaire Fieldy (Ire), a top- 
class turf runner who won the 
Suwannee River Handicap-G3 
twice as well as two other graded 
races, set course records in stakes 
at Woodbine, River Downs, 
Monmouth Park and Suffolk 
Downs, and counted seconds in 
the Prix Marcel Boussac-Gl and 
Santa Ana Handleap-Gl among 
her stakes placings. 


CHELSEY CAT LEAPS 
ON NATIONAL RANKINGS 


F reshman sire Chelsey Cat, 
who stands at his owner 
Nancy Shuford’s Rock 
House Farm in Hickory, N.C., 
leapt onto the national sires list 
when his daughter Chelsey’s Bid 
spurted to victory in her first 
start on April 27 at Tampa Bay 
Downs. 

The dark bay filly was bred in 
North Carolina by Shuford, who 
sold her privately to George 
Stephens. With one breeze from 


the gate under her belt, Chelsey’s 
Bid was sent out by trainer Larry 
Hall in the three-furlong maiden 
special weight against 10 rivals. 

The filly broke sharply and 
contested the lead before draw¬ 
ing clear under brisk hand urging 
to win by a length in :34.42. 
Dismissed by the crowd, 
Chelsey’s Bid paid $95.40 to win.

Owned and bred by Cerceo, 
A1 Zaaeem was an allowance 
winner of three races. He earned 
$64,020 from 13 starts over a 
career cut short by injury. 

A1 Zaaeem’s first victory 
came early in his 3-year-old sea¬ 
son (on a disqualification) in a 
seven-furlong maiden special 
weight at Laurel Park. In the fall 
of that year, A1 Zaaeem took 
two allowance races at Delaware 
Park. In the first, he scored by 
three and a quarter lengths while 
leading throughout going a mile 


and an eighth. The dark bay fin¬ 
ished out the year with a length 
and a quarter victory going a 
mile and a sixteenth. Al Zaaeem 
was injured during the running 
of that race, and was unplaced in 
his only effort upon his return to 
the track. 

Cerceo greatly admires his 
staUion: ''He was a game horse 
who had speed. And he hated to 
lose.” Cerceo, an equine nutri¬ 
tionist who has appeared on an 
Animal Pet Stories episode, 

purchased the winning mare 
Metallic Rose with Al Zaaeem in 
utero. A daughter of the Mr. 
Prospector stallion Iron, Metallic 
Rose is out of a winning half-sis¬ 
ter to champion Canadian fiUy 
Kerens a.

PA-BRED RUSSIAN 
RHYTHM FINDS 
HER WAY TO VICTORY IN 
ONE THOUSAND GUINEAS 
AT NEWMARKET 


G oing into the One Thou¬ 
sand Guineas-Gl, trainer 
Sir Michael Stoute spread 
the word: Don’t expect a scintil¬ 
lating performance from Rus¬ 
sian Rhythm. Lethargic in her 
works, devoid of her usual 
healthy appetite, lacking the 
''explosive spark” that propelled 
her to victory in three of her 
four outings at 2, the world-class 
filly appeared far from the top of 
her game. Until they ran the race. 

Russian Rhythm, bred in 
Pennsylvania by Elizabeth Moran’s 
Brushwood Stable, turned her 
trainer’s opinion upside down 
with her length and a half victo¬ 
ry in the filly classic on May 4 at 
Newmarket. "Maybe she was 
kidding me a little at home,” said 
a jubilant Stoute, after Russian 
Rhythm took the lead in the final 
furlong of the one-mile event, 
and drew off to defeat 18 rivals. 

Sent off at a very generous 
12-1, Russian Rhythm worked 
her way from 18th place to out- 
finish the highly acclaimed 
favorite, French-based Six Per¬ 
fections, who was second. 
Whether the outcome would 
have been reversed, had Six 
Perfections not lost ground dur¬ 
ing the running of the race, 
remains an open question. 


Still Russian Rhythm won 
supreme admiration, rider Kieran 
Fallon calling her the best of the 
three One Thousand Guineas 
winners he’s ridden. 

Russian Rhythm has made 
her entire career in England, in 
the colors of Cheveley Park 
Stud. Brushwood sold her for 
$370,000 as a weanling at the 
2000 Keeneland November sale, 
and she was resold at the 2001 
TattersaUs Houghton sale, where 
her owner bought her for the 
U.S. equivalent of $678,770. 

A daughter of Kingmambo, 
Russian Rhythm is out of the 
Nijinsky II mare Balistroika, 
whom Brushwood also bred. 
Unraced after breaking a bone in 
her ankle during early training, 
Balistroika is out of the champi¬ 
on-producing mare Balidaress 
(Ire), whom Brushwood bought 
in 1987 for $1,650,000 (in foal to 
Nureyev). Balistroika produced 
Russian Rhythm as her seventh 
foal, and second stakes per¬ 
former. Still in residence at 
Brushwood, Balistroika has a 
yearling colt by Rahy and deliv¬ 
ered a colt by the same stallion 
this spring. She was bred back to 
Kingmambo.

I Native Dancer, having lost 
the Kentucky Derby to Dark Star 
in a shocking upset, redeemed 
himself in the Preakness with a 
hard-fought neck victory over 
Jamie K. 

'‘Refusing to believe that 
Alfred Vanderbilt’s Native Dancer 
was not a creature of perfection, 
the partisan [Preakness] crowd 
backed the colt down to 2-5 to 
win and the minimum payoffs to 
place and show,” reported Mary¬ 
land Horse columnist Joe B. 
Hickey Jr. "The lopsided wager¬ 
ing caused a minus pool of 
$46,012, a trifling matter.” 

Hickey further observed: 
"Native Dancer won the hard 
way. Asking no quarter nor giv¬ 
ing none, he put away the early 
speed and withstood Jamie K.’s 
late and determined challenge. But 
it took every ounce of his heart, 
speed and stamina to do it.

Thing, the champion yearling proved a 
fine, if not champion-caliber, race 
mare, winning the Prioress Stakes and 
Barbara Fritchie Handicap, placing in 
Jour other added-money events and 
earning $101,475. 

I Maryland’s Governor Theo¬ 
dore McKeldin signed into law a 
bill allowing parimutuel wager¬ 
ing at Fair Hill’s two-day fall 
meeting. 

I Waited and Waited: Barbara 
M. (Bobby) Kees, a leading local 
show rider, saddled her first 
winner on the race track: a 2- 
year-old gelding named Waited, 
who made his mark at Pimlico. 

Editor^s note: Nearly jive decades 
later Kees, still successfiully training 
horses in Maryland, would celebrate 
another milestone with a runner bear¬ 
ing the same name. Her homebred 
Waited (1994, Nllen's Prospect) 
ranks as the best horse Kees has owned 
or trained, having won or placed in 
eight stakes, earning over $350,000. 

I Mrs. Robert H. Heighe, pro¬ 
prietor of the widely successful 
Prospect Hill Farm near Bel Air, 
Md., died unexpectedly on the 
evening of May 27 after spending 
a full day enjoying the races at 
Pimlico. Mrs. Heighe specialized 
in homebreds, many of them 
descendants of her two 
imported stallions *Aethelstan 
and *Durbar II, winner of the 
the 1915 English Derby.

10 YEARS AGO 


I Ivory Poacher built upon a 
near-century’s worth of history 
with his four-length triumph in 
the Maryland Hunt Cup. 

The winning trainer, Ann 
Fenwick, was making her first 
solo venture in the race after 
working closely for many years 
with her former husband Charles 
Fenwick Jr., who had sent out 
four horses to victory in the tim¬ 
ber classic. 

Ivory Poacher gave rider 
Sanna Neilson, 24, her second 
Hunt Cup win, following Tom 
Bob’s top performance in 1991. 

It was the first Hunt Cup 
attempt for brothers Redmond 
and Jervis Finney of Baltimore 
County, Md., and their parmers 
Lew and Jane Rawlings of Villa- 
nova, Pa., who campaigned Ivory 
Poacher under the banner of 
Landslide Farm. But tradition 
was on their side. 


Landslide was the name of the 
horse whom Redmond Stewart 
—^grandfather of both the Fin¬ 
neys and Ann Fenwick—^rode to 
victory in the 1904 running of 
the Maryland Hunt Cup. 

I Off-track betting came to 
Maryland, along with full-card 
simulcasting and an expanded 
intertrack wagering network. 

The launching of Maryland’s 
first OTB site, at the Cracked 
Claw restaurant near Frederick, 
took place sHghtiy more than one 
year after the state legislature 
passed the bill legalizing off¬ 
track betting. 

I Baltimore native Tom J. Kelly 
was elected to racing’s Hall of 
Fame, in recognition of a training 
career during which he developed 
more than 63 stakes winners. 


25 YEARS AGO 


I Maryland’s fourth annual 
Two-Year-Olds in Training sale, 
conducted by Fasig-Tipton, 
reached new highs in both gross 
and average, with 132 horses 
selling for $1,738,400 (average 
$13,170). 

Topping the sale at $47,000 
was a King’s Bishop filly con¬ 
signed by L. Clay Camp as agent 
for Russell D. Ketcham and 
Bayard Sharp. Sold to dissolve 
the parmership, the filly (named 
Check the Queen) was bought 
by Sharp for his own account. 

I The luck of the Irish 
remained with Thomas J. Barry, 
trainer of Belmont Stakes 
winners *Cavan (1958) and 
^Celtic Ash (1960). 

Barry and his wife Marjorie 
had retired to 133-acre Ardmore 
Farm in Darlington, Md., where 
they kept a small broodmare 
band that included the dam of 
Maryland-bred star Luck Penny. 

The Barry homebred, trained 
by Bernard P. Bond, broke a 23- 
year-old track record at PimHco 


while making her debut at 2 (in 
1976), and remained a model of 
talent and consistency at age 4. 
Luck Penny (What Luck— 
Mourne Abbey, by Mourne) 
notched her third added-money 
victory in the 1978 Geisha 
Handicap, scoring by four and a 
half lengths as odds-on favorite. 

I J. William Boniface was 
elected president of the Maryland 
Horse Breeders Association, 
succeeding Frank A. Bonsai Jr. 

Boniface, 36, a well-estab¬ 
lished Maryland trainer and pro¬ 
prietor of Bonita Farm (then 
located in Bel Air, Md.) had pre¬ 
viously served as the MHBA’s 
vice-president and sales com¬ 
mittee chairman. 

I Louis J. Raffetto Jr., 28, broke 
into the top ranks of racing 
officialdom, having been hired 
as racing secretary for the fall 
meeting at Laurel. Raffetto had 
gained experience as a trainer 
(1973 and ’74), and as an assis¬ 
tant to racing secretaries Eual 
Wyatt and Ken Lennox.

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R. Thomas Bowman 


Tom and Chris Bowman have ranked among 
Maryland's leading breeders for many years, with 
numerous stakes winners, including the 1998 Mary- 
land-bred horse of the year. Grade 1 winner Tenski, 
having taken first steps at their Dance Forth Farm in 
Chester town, Md. 

Tom Bowman, 60, is also nationally renowned as 
a veterinarian specializing in equine reproduction. 

But during the past year. Bowman took on an en¬ 
tirely new role—as the Maryland Horse Breeders As¬ 
sociation president, guiding the association's lobby¬ 
ing efforts in Annapolis. 

Bowman does not hesitate to express his disap¬ 
pointment over the outcome of the slots legislation. 
"It was a humbling, maybe humiliating, experience 
to work as hard as we did and have no effect at all," 
he said. "If [the Maryland Horse Breeders Associa¬ 
tion] had not been involved at all, the outcome 
would have been exactly the same. It came down to 
factors beyond our control—that is politics." 

Without revenue from expanded gaming, at least 
for the immediate future. Bowman now is looking to 
revamp the Maryland Fund program to maximize its 
impact. "We have got to allocate the money in such a 
way as to make Maryland-breds important, so there 
will be a more compelling reason for people to buy 
and race Maryland-breds," he said. 

Rarely has Bowman failed to accomplish some¬ 
thing he set out to do. 

Born into a large family of modest means in the 
Catonsville section of Baltimore, he attended the 
University of Maryland on an athletic scholarship 
(gaining renown as a member of the soccer team), 
then earned a master's degree from the University of 
Maryland's animal science program, a veterinary de¬ 
gree from the University of Georgia, and completed 
a three-year post-doctoral fellowship at the Universi¬ 
ty of Pennsylvania's New Bolton Center. 

Bowman built up a private practice while serving 
as the resident veterinarian at Cynthia and Charles 



McCinnes's Thornmar Farm in Chester- 
town (for about 10 years, beginning in the 
early 1970s). Gradually, he and his wife 
also developed their own broodmare 
band at 70-acre Dance Forth, which is lo¬ 
cated on property that once was part of 
Thornmar. 

Now the Bowmans typically handle 
foalings at their home farm, and send the 
mares and foals on to their 220-acre 
Roland Farm in Chesapeake City (owned 
in partnership with Tom's sister and 
brother-in-law Dr. and Mrs. Bijoy Ghosh). 

Bowman also plays a major role in the 
operation of Northview Stallion Station, 
as a founding partner in the farm that 
was created in the late 1980s to fill the 
void when E.P. Taylor's Windfields Farm 
ceased operation. 

The Bowmans are the parents of five 
grown children, one of whom, Becky 
Bowman Davis, has become almost as 
well-known as her parents within the 
Thoroughbred industry. Davis operates 
her own bloodstock agency, as well as 
overseeing Roland Farm. ^

Swayo puts youthful rider 
over the top in Hunt Cup

Chris Gracie was on 
spring break, got it? He didn't 
cut, ditch, skip or play hooky. 
But he would have. 

On the Monday before the 
April 26 Maryland Hunt Cup, 
the 16-year-old jockey picked 
up the ride on Swayo and 
spent the rest of the week get¬ 
ting to know the horse (a ma¬ 
jor contender) and the course 
(America's toughest timber 
test). Gracie galloped, jumped 
and otherwise rode. He also 
walked the course's four miles 
and 22 fences, and spent 
hours watching videotape 
and discussing strategy. 

"1 spent Wednesday, Thurs¬ 
day and Friday at [trainer] 
Ann Stewart's getting to know 
Swayo," said Gracie, a student 
at Salesianum School in Wilm¬ 
ington, Del. "We were on 
spring break, but I think I 


would have gone there even if 
we weren't." 

In a fairy tale of a racing 
story, Gracie went from riding 
his first race to winning the 
most storied timber race in the 
country all in the span of a 
week. Swayo took the lead at 
the 21st fence and fought off a 
determined run from Wood 
Whistle to win the timber 
stakes for the second time in 
four years. 

It was a magic moment for 
owner Susie Russell McDonald, 
who campaigns Swayo under 
the name of Move Up Stable. 
But for Gracie, the victory was 
as improbable as him taking 
Britney Spears to the prom. 

The Kennett Square, Pa., 
resident rode his first National 
Steeplechase Association race 
in the Grand National on 
April 19 at Butler. He finished 


third on Make Me a Champ. A 
race later at Butler, Swayo's 
regular jockey Joe (Gillet) 
Davies broke several ribs and 
a collarbone in a fall. 

And suddenly, Gracie was 
in demand. 

"Ann talked to me after Joe 
had his fall and told me to 
keep myself open," said Gra¬ 
cie, who wasn't exactly in de¬ 
mand. "She called on Monday 
and told me I was going to 
ride Swayo. I couldn't believe 
someone was asking me to 
ride in the Hunt Cup." 

Not just anyone. Stewart 
trained Hunt Cup winners 
Ivory Poacher (1993) and 
Swayo (2000), and worked 
with many others. Her grand¬ 
father Redmond Stewart Sr. 
won the race in 1904. Her fa¬ 
ther Redmond Jr. owned win¬ 
ners Ben Nevis and Haffaday 


Her ex-husband Charlie Fen¬ 
wick Jr. won the race five 
times as a jockey and six times 
as a trainer. 

Gracie of course accepted 
the ride, took a crash course in 
Hunt Cup strategy with four 
walks of the course (with 
Stewart, Fenwick, current 
jockey Charlie Fenwick III and 
veteran race observer Joe Cas¬ 
sidy) and video sessions of the 
last five Hunt Cup runnings 
with Davies. Together, the 
various mentors mapped out 
a plan and filled a novice's 
head with as much informa¬ 
tion as they could. 

And, with help from 
Swayo, Gracie did the rest. 

The partnership looked like 
a hit from the outset. Swayo, a 
12-year-old chestnut son of 
Foligno, settled behind the 
mild early pace of 2002 race 
winner Young Dubliner (Ire) 
and Virginia-based challenger 
Bowman's Crossing among a 
crowded field of 13. Stage Ra¬ 
diance lost jockey Michael 
Cooney at the second. Ocean 
Liner and Holzmann went 
down at the third. Taking Ad¬ 
vantage tried to avoid the fall¬ 
en horses there, swerved bad¬ 
ly and parted ways with his 
rider John Bosley. 

Ivoigorian lost jockey Mason 
Lampton at the ninth, leaving 
a field of eight. They all scaled 
the 4' 10" height of the 13th, but 
Young Dubliner lost Fenwick 
III with an awkward leap 
while leading at the 14th.

Meanwhile, Swayo simply 
found his stride. "The whole 
plan was to stay out of trouble 
and have a good jumping trip, 
and it went exactly how I 
wanted it to go," said Gracie. 
"1 got to jump every panel I 
wanted to jump." 

Bowman's Crossing (Woods 
Winants) took over from 
Young Dubliner, and led the 
field through the next mile. 
Three fences from the finish, 
Swayo and Wood Whistle 
(Blair Waterman) shaved the 
leader's advantage. Swayo 
flew the 20th, and floated to 
the lead at the 21st (the water 
jump). Gracie knew Wood 
Whistle was on the move as 
well, and asked Swayo for 
more approaching the last. 
The jockey got it, as Swayo ac¬ 
celerated into the fence and 
jumped the last with a short 
lead. Wood Whistle answered 
with a run of his own, but 
couldn't get past the winner 
during the long stretch run. 
The final margin was a length 
over Wood Whistle, with Bow¬ 
man's Crossing two and a half 
lengths back in third. Time for 
the four miles on a soft course 
was 9:23%. 

"1 wasn't quite sure who it 
was coming, but 1 looked over 
a little bit and saw a big bay," 
said Gracie. "1 figured it had to 
be Wood Whistle. I jumped the 
last alone, but Wood Whistle 


When 1 pulled up, I 
thought 'No, no, somebody 
else must have won.' It was 
shocking, something 1 never 
felt before." 

Jockey Alex Robertson 
didn't bother hiding her emo¬ 


came to us in the stretch. Swayo 
just kept digging and digging 
and digging. He wouldn't let 
the other horse by." 

The win was Swayo's fourth 
trip around the course and 
confirmed the son of Foligno 
as a superb Hunt Cup com¬ 
petitor. "It takes Swayo 365 
days to get just perfect. If he 
was a youngster, he could 
maintain it longer. He's an ar¬ 
rogant horse when he's doing 
well, and I like that. I like to 
have him come out of the stall 
like a tiger and he was by the 
time this year's race got here. 
He's skilled at the Maryland 
Hunt Cup and he thinks that 
way. He doesn't want to go 
fast and bust through smaller 
fences," said Stewart. 

Winning the race culminat¬ 
ed—though he's far from fin¬ 
ished—a relatively short rela¬ 
tionship between Gracie and 
horses. He convinced his par¬ 
ents to let him take riding 
lessons, started foxhunting 
and working with Cheshire 
Foxhounds huntsman Mark 
Cassidy, worked for trainer 
Bruce Miller and rode junior 
races. Gracie's first Hunt Cup 
exposure came in 2001, when 
Miller sent Michael Hoffman 
and Solo Lord to a win. 

"I walked the course with 
Bruce that year, and figured 
people had to be crazy to try 
the race," Gracie said. "As

field of 11 rivals to officially 
break his maiden over timber 
and win for the first time since

Second to Young Dubliner 
(Ire) in the race for the NSA 
timber championship in 2002, 
Sam Sullivan could be set for 
another attempt at a title. Wa¬ 
terman blamed herself for two 
defeats (a fall at Far Hills and 
a fourth at Camden) late last 
year, and is now better pre¬ 
pared. She rides two major 
timber horses, the bold-jump- 
ing Wood Whistle and the 
more conservative Sam Sulli¬ 
van.

varying talents of the Thor¬ 
oughbred. 

"Sam Sullivan can go close 
and never lose any time," said 
Waterman. "He can pat the 
ground and get over a fence as 
well as someone who left a 
stride before he did. He's very 
economical, and it helps him 
save his energy and his speed 
for other parts of the race." 

Family affair 

When jockey Charlie Fen¬ 
wick III returned to steeple¬ 
chasing as a part-time jockey 
in 1999, it was for the potential 
of moments like this. He won 
the $10,000 John Rush Streett 
Memorial, a maiden timber 
race, on a horse trained by his 
mother Ann Stewart and held 
his 5-month-old daughter 
Annie for the winner's circle 
photos. 

"This was why I came back 
to ride; it's fun and it's a fami¬ 
ly thing," said Fenwick, who 
won nine races over jumps 
and 300 more on the flat be¬ 
fore retiring in 1993. "I love to 
foxhunt, and ride with Mom 
and Dad [trainer Charlie Fen¬ 


wick Jr.]. It's pretty special to 
win like this." 

Fenwick, a natural 100- 
pounder as a teenager, looks 
considerably bigger than the 
apprentice who rode so many 
races for Frannie Campitelli at 
Laurel and Pimlico. The pro¬ 
gram weight says 160, and 
Fenwick spends most of his 
days working in a Baltimore 
commercial real estate office. 

In the Streett, he was a 
jockey again. Fenwick let Ask¬ 
im (NZ) sit off the early pace 
of Brambledown (Ire) and 
Loughbeg Rambler (GB), then 
pushed toward the front in the 
stretch. The New Zealand- 
bred, owned by Irv Naylor, 
surged away to win by nine 
lengths in his National Stee¬ 
plechase Association debut. 

"I think [Loughbeg Ram¬ 
bler] is a very nice horse, at 
least he looks like it," said 
Fenwick of the 2003 Virginia 
point-to-point winner and 
double English steeplechase 
winner. "It took about two 
years to get this guy [Askim] 
here, but we're excited. Who 
knows?" 




In the Manor finale, the 
John D. Schapiro Memorial, 
Anne Hambleton and Holz- 
mann continued a storybook 
partnership in the NS A fox- 
hunters' timber division for 
amateur owners/jockeys. The 
1999 division champion and 
twice a winner in 2001, Holz- 
mann missed much of the 
2002 season. He showed up at 
the Manor, carving his way 
around the final turn to get 
past Kebo Valley and Lone 
Mountain and win by a length 
and three-quarters for trainer 
Lilith Boucher. 

"He seems really fresh and 
excited," Hambleton said. 
"Getting the fall off and all 


that jogging this winter did 
him good. He's easier on him¬ 
self now and it seems like he 
does things with less effort. 
Lilith has done a great job." 

Bred in Canada, Holzmann 
raced on the flat for Canadian 
breeder Gustav Schickedanz 
before being sent to trainer 
Jack Fisher as a steeplechaser. 
Modestly successful, the son 
of Woodman won one race 
over hurdles. Purchased by 
Hambleton in 1999, he's won 
six NSA timber races and nu¬

Early season 
point-to-points 
win battle with 
the weather

Like all of the Thorough¬ 
bred world, Maryland's annu¬ 
al point-to-point season had to 
win a battle with the weather 
just to occur this year—^though 
unlike Virginia and Pennsyl¬ 
vania, no racing dates were 
lost to snow, ice, rain, mud, 
wind or other acts of nature. 

The Howard County-Iron 
Bridge Races opened the sea¬ 
son on March 22, and show¬ 
cased a variety of winners on 
the flat and over timber. 

The co-featured Waverly 
flat race, with a $5,000 purse, 
turned back time as former 
flat jockeys John K. Adams 
and Vince Bracciale teamed 
up for a win. 

Bracciale served as the 
owner and trainer (the race is 
restricted to horses owned by 
residents of Howard County 


or a member of the Howard 
County-Iron Bridge Hounds) 
of Nick Mitchell, and Adams 
climbed into the saddle for the 
win. 

The horse, a 4-year-old son 
of Proud Truth with a January 
19 maiden win at Charles 
Town to his credit, did the 
rest. Nick Mitchell came flying 
in the stretch to catch Kenny's 
Crossing for the win. 

Over timber, Irv Naylor's 
Nijinsky's Pride (NZ) made 
an easy transition from hurdle 
racing to win the $5,000 
Howard County Hunt Cup 
for new trainer/jockey John 
Bosley. A New Zealand im¬ 
port, Nijinsky's Pride finished 
third in the Noel Laing hurdle 
stakes in 2001 for trainer Sanna 
Hendriks but began 2003 as a 
timber horse. 



"He's real quick and fun to ride," said John Bosley after piloting 
Nijinsky's Pride (NZ) to win the Howard County Hunt Cup. 


The 9-year-old took over 
from Hall of Angels halfway 
through the race at Howard 
County, and won by four and 
a half lengths over Swayo. 

"He's a cool little timber 
horse, real quick and fun to 
ride," said Bosley. "He bowed 
in that race for Sanna at Mont¬ 
pelier, but he's come back 
around. It's a fine line to con¬ 
vert them as quickly as we did. 
We foxhunted him, and he's 
learned to be a good jumper." 

Naylor made it a double 
when Major Magua won the 
$2,500 Alda Clark novice tim¬ 
ber for jockey Geoff Brutscher 
and trainer Billy Meister. Ma¬ 
jor Magua, a 9-year-old son of 


Salutely defeated Glacial 
Times (Meister) by two and a 
half lengths. 

Other timber races on the 
card went to Indigo Girl (Gina 
Perilla), who outlasted three 
others in the foxhunters tim¬ 
ber, and Kebo Valley (Sheila 
Fisher), who was elevated to 
the win in the owner/rider 
timber when Silver Spoon (Ja¬ 
son Griswold) was disquali¬ 
fied for going off course. 

Back on the flat, Anthony 
Aguirre steered his Areola 
Playboy to a win in the Linton 
Mile. Elkton Stable's Duke of 
Hicryflat (Danny Warrington) 
won the two-mile Meriwether 
over Ghost Valley and a slew

In memoriam 

Betsy Firey: 1^44 to 2003

Betsy Firey, one of Maryland's most ac¬ 
complished horsewomen, died April 14 at 
age 59. 

Betsy, who worked as an x-ray technician 
for several physicians in the Baltimore area, 
had horses and ponies since childhood at 
her beloved Filston Farm in Glencoe, her 
lifelong home. Early in his long and success¬ 
ful show ring career she made her mark 
aboard Honey Dew, owned by Mrs. W. Gra¬ 
ham Boyce. One of the first of their many 
wins came at the 1959 Washington Interna¬ 
tional Horse Show. Betsy continued to win 
at Harrisburg and other shows in Maryland, 
Pennsylvania and Virginia, riding for Mrs. 
Boyce, Carl Shaffer and Elwood Baublitz. 

In 1961, at a national contest in Devon, 
Pa., Betsy, then a 17-year-old student at Gar¬ 
rison Forest School, was elected captain of 
the eight-pony team representing the Ameri¬ 
can Horse Shows Association in the interna¬ 
tional pony competition against Great 
Britain at the British Timken Show in Dus- 
ton, England. When the U.S. team won, 13 to 
nine. Captain Betsy and Honey Dew accept¬ 
ed the trophy for the team before an audi¬ 
ence of 32,000. 


Betsy graduated from Sullins College in 
Bristol, Va., where she was a top rider in the 
annual horse shows. She then gained certifi¬ 
cation in x-ray technology at Duke Universi¬ 
ty* 

During her high school and college years, 
Betsy foxhunted with the Mount Carmel 
Hounds, Green Spring Valley Hounds and 
with packs in England and Ireland. 

Despite chronic back and neck problems, 
she also rode in ladies timber races for 
friends, and aboard her own hunter. Scooter. 

Before piloting Covair in a timber race in 
Virginia, she sought advice from rider/ 
trainer J.B. Secor, who told her: "You'll have 
to do some real fast schooling. We'll school 
together, fast as we can go, over the last four 
fences of the [old] Manor Race course. First, 
change that show ring saddle for this racing 
saddle. Then pull up those stirrups four 
holes. Now we'll let 'er roll!" 

When they pulled up, Betsy turned to J.B. 
with a big smile and said, "Is that all there is 
to it?"

Introducing incoming board members 


Congratulations to incoming board members 
Elizabeth M. Hendriks, Barbara Rickline and Brian 
Sanfratello! The trio, to serve from 2003 through 
2007, joins a dedicated board of directors that is 
superbly equipped to lead the PHBA throughout this 
time of unprecedented change within the Pennsyl¬ 
vania Thoroughbred industry. 

If a talent for breeding and racing horses is in 
the genes (human, that is), there's no better example 
than Liz Hendriks. 

Hendriks grew up within one of the Mid-Atlantic 
region's most prominent families of horsepeople, as 
the youngest child of the late John and Kitty Merry- 


man, who bred and raised horses for nearly a half- 
century at The Orebanks farm in Sparks, Md. Of the 
Merrymans' six children, five have made careers as 
owners and trainers, with the others being Liz's 
brothers Edwin and John Merryman and sisters Ann 
Merryman and Katy Voss. 

A Pennsylvania resident since 1986, Hendriks 
maintains a small breeding operation at her 12-acre 
farm in Cochranville, and is a public trainer based at 
Fair Hill Training Center. She also is active buying and 
selling horses for herself and for clients. 

The results of Hendriks' breeding operation have 
been impressive: She has bred seven PA-breds, six of 
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racing age, five to race. Four have earned $100,000 or 
more, and two have won stakes in open company— 
Merry Princess ($319,164) and Just a Wish 
($ 202 , 002 ). 

"I feel that I have a fairly diverse involvement in 
the Thoroughbred industry and I therefore have a 
broad perspective," said Hendriks, who makes her 
full-time career in the horse business while raising 
her son, McLane, 11, and daughter Liza, 7. 

Upgrading the overall quality of Pennsylvania- 
breds is among Hendriks' goals for the industry. "I'd 
like to see the [breeding fund] do more to reward the 
better horses—with more PA-bred stakes, and more 
opportunities for PA-breds to earn black type," 
Hendriks said. 

Hendriks is returning to the PHBA board after 
having served one previous term, from 1997 through 
2001. 

♦ 

Barbara Rickline and her husband Ron own 
(along with minority stockholders) and operate 
Xanthus Farms, one of Pennsylvania's major 
commercial stallion establishments. 

Xanthus, located on 62 acres near Gettysburg, 
stands the stallions Clash by Night, Digamist, Quarry 
and Western Echo and was home to the highly 
popular Judge Smells until that stallion's untimely 
death in 2000. 

Xanthus is a full-service commercial facility- 
offering boarding, foaling, raising, as well as sales 
prepping and agent services to numerous outside 
clients. Approximately 70 foals are born at the farm 
each year, about 25 of them from mares owned by 
the Ricklines. 

In full swing nearly year-round, Xanthus employs 
about a dozen individuals on a regular basis, thus 
contributing significantly to the local economy. 

Rickline, a native of Altoona, graduated from 
Penn State University with a degree in retailing and 
marketing. Horses were her passion from an early 
age, but it was not until she was in her early 20s that 
she found her way into riding and showing. She 
managed a large show horse barn. South Forty Acres, 
in New Tripoli, during the early 1980s and worked a 
variety of jobs in retailing and manufacturing in order 
to support her own horses. 

Xanthus, this year celebrating its 20th 
anniversary, was launched in Kutztown, while Rickline 
was in the process of gravitating from show horses to 
Thoroughbred race horses. "Gradually we got better 
stock," said Rickline. The farm relocated to the 
Hanover area in 1986, and moved to its present site 
nine years ago. 

Rickline, also a past board member (1997 
through 2001), has a number of ideas she'd like 
implemented—most of them centered on improving 
the popularity, and value, of PA-breds. A Pennsylvania 
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sire stakes program, state-bred breeding show, 
additional funding for stallion awards are among her 
key objectives. 

"PA-breds deserve to bring better prices," said 
Rickline. "Of course, with slots the whole breeding 
industry would change. We'd have a whole different 
outlook." 

♦ 

Brian Sanfratello is relatively new to the horse 
business, but he and his wife Theresa are rapidly 
gaining experience in all facets of the industry. Their 
first runner. Truth and Nobility (by Proud Truth— 
Commonsensical, by Bates Motel), purchased at the 
1996 Fasig-Tipton Midlantic Two-Year-Olds in Training 
sale for $8,500, won or placed in 11 stakes and 
earned $255,594. 

Truth and Nobility is one of two broodmares the 
Sanfratellos keep at their 11-acre Briter Farm in 
Perkasie, which they purchased two years ago. Her 
first foal, a filly named Fulmine, by Dayjur, is expected 
to make her racing debut for the Sanfratellos this 
season. 

A lifelong Pennsylvania resident, Sanfratello has 
an insurance and financial services agency in 
Warminster, having made his career in that field for 
the past 19 years. He served in the Marine Corps from 
1972 to '75, and holds a degree in accounting from 
Temple University, and a master's degree in education 
from Villanova University. He taught in the Arch¬ 
diocese of Philadelphia for six years (1977 to 1983). 

The Sanfratellos have been married for 28 years, 
and have three children and two grandchildren. 

As a new PHBA director, Sanfratello intends to 
spend some time familiarizing himself with the 
organization and its objectives, while "doing what I 
can to move the association forward." Ensuring a fair 
share of slots revenue for the breeding industry is 
among his top priorities.

Virginia equine survey and 
economic impact study results 


V irginia’s Vosburgh Farms 
Goldie O’Shays latest off¬ 
spring need not ever set foot on 
a race track to cement their place 
in history among a group that 
rivals the list of classic winners 
on the grounds of exclusivity. 

In the early morning hours 
on April 2, Vosburgh Farms near 
Providence Forge,Va., played wit¬ 
ness to a rarity in Thoroughbred 
racing when Goldie O’Shay pro¬ 
duced twin foals.The chestnut foals 
—a colt and a filly born 10 minutes 
apart—came as a genuine surprise 
for Brian Chinn, Vosburgh Farm’s 
director of business operations, 
and his wife Tammy Vosburgh. 

The initial 14-day examination 
of Goldie O’Shay, who was bred 
to Pleasant Dancer, did not reveal 
the twins.Then, the husband and 
wife team simply forgot to exam¬ 
ine the 18-year-old mare again. 

“We’ve been so busy trying 
to build a new farm that we sim¬ 
ply dropped the ball and forgot 
to check her again at 45 days,” 
Chinn said. “We knew better 
because she’s an extremely fertile 
mare. She’s gotten pregnant with 
twins before and absorbed one of 
them. I don’t know how this one 
got missed, but we certainly got 
the shock of our lives.”

T wo major studies have 
recently been completed 
calculating the number of Thor¬ 
oughbreds in Virginia and their 
estimated economic impact. 

The Virginia Agricultural Sta¬ 
tistics Service (VASS) has com¬ 
pleted a survey as part of a state- 
funded program administered by 
the Virginia Department of Agri¬ 
culture. It is the first comprehen¬ 
sive study conducted by either 
the Virginia Department of Agri¬ 
culture and Consumer Services 
or USDA’s National Agricultural 
Statistics Service covering Vir¬ 
ginia’s equine industry. 

Following the completion of 
the survey, the Virginia Equine 
Educational Foundation, with a 
grant from the Virginia Horse 
Industry Board, commissioned an 
economic impact study from the 
Wessex Group in Williamsburg. 

The 2001 Virginia Equine 
Survey states: “Decision and pol¬ 
icy makers at all levels of govern¬ 
ment and industry are encour¬ 
aged to use this publication as it 
clearly illustrates the economic 
significance of equine in Vir¬ 
ginia. Thousands ofjobs depend 
on the vitality ofVirginia’s equine 
industry. 

“Equine is a major source of 
tourism and generates substantial 
revenue to the Commonwealth. 
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The equine industry provides a 
variety of recreational opportuni¬ 
ties for both equine enthusiasts 
and the general public.” 

The survey indicated there 
were an estimated 170,000 
equines of all types on June 1, 
2001. These 170,000 equines 
were located on 29,000 opera¬ 
tions throughout the Common¬ 
wealth. Of great interest to 
breeders in the Commonwealth 
and throughout the Mid-Atlantic 
is the strong population of 
Thoroughbreds identified in the 
survey. 

Virginia’s Thoroughbreds were 
at the top of the equine inventory, 
numbering 36,300 or 21.4 per¬ 
cent of the population. Loudoun 
County led the state, followed 
closely by Fauquier and 
Albemarle Counties. 

In terms of value, the com¬ 
monwealth’s Thoroughbred pop¬ 
ulation was also at the top of the 
list. The value of all equines in 
Virginia as of June 1, 2001, was 
$1.46 billion or $8,599 per 
equine. The estimated value for 
Thoroughbreds was nearly $778 
million. The Hanoverian breed 
had the highest average value at 
$21,703 per head, followed by 
Thoroughbreds at $21,430 per 
head. 

There were 12,800 equines 
sold in 2001, representing sales 
value of nearly $99.4 million. 
These sales place equines as Vir¬ 


ginia’s seventh largest agricultural 
commodity based on cash 
receipts. More than 60 percent of 
the total sales value occurred in 
the northern district of the state. 

The survey also revealed that 
Virginia’s equine operations 
spent a total of nearly $505 mil¬ 
lion during 2001 caring for their 
horses. Total expenses per horse 
averaged $2,969 and total 
expenses per operation averaged 
$17,406. The top five expense 
categories were equipment pur¬ 
chases, $60,878,000; paid labor 
expenses, $57,404,000; feed and 
bedding expenses, $55,185,000; 
equine purchases, $50,391,000; 
and capital improvements, 
$35,679,000. 

The economic impact study 
done by the Wessex Group, utiliz¬ 
ing the information collected in 
the VASS survey, estimated that 
over $802.2 million was generat¬ 
ed in equine sales in 2001. 
Utilizing the VASS survey esti¬ 
mate of Thoroughbreds compris¬ 
ing 21.4 percent of the entire 
population, it is estimated that 
Thoroughbred sales totaled 
$171.8 million. 

In addition. Thoroughbreds in 
Virginia generated more than 
4,600 jobs, with wages and 
salaries in excess of $75 million.

F or approximately 20 years Hamilton Smith and Ferris Allen have 
been training side by side. Same places, similar times. At Colonial 
Downs last summer they were stabled in the same barn. Smith run¬ 
ners got ofF to a strong start at the meet. Allen s charges made a late 
run at the stats for the leading trainer title, which Allen owned in pre¬ 


vious years. It came down to the last race on the final day, when Smith 
plucked the title from Allen. “1 got lucky,” reflects Smith. 

The trainers will face off once more at this years Colonial Downs 
30-day meet, June 13 through July 22. “Ham and 1 are pretty good 
friends,” says Allen. “We love beating each other.”

“The way you win the most races is with average horses with good 
conditions,” says Hamilton Smith, who has yet to win a stakes race at 
Colonial Downs. “They usually write a lot of condition races there. 

“I like to take a bunch of fresh horses,” he adds. Smith rotates the 
horses he stables at the New Kent,Va., meet. This year he expects to 
maintain at least 25, the number he stabled there last year. According 
to the trainer, his horses thrive in Virginias country atmosphere. “Any 
time you get a setting like that—afresh air and country—the horses like 
it better, respond better.” 

Smith and his horses aren’t the only ones who like the Colonial 
meet. 

“This will be the fourth year my crew has come to Virginia,” says 
the trainer. “They’re anxious to return.” Smith likes everything about 
the facility. “Overall, you can’t beat it down there. The track is out¬ 
standing. Everything is set up as it should be for summer racing. The 
barn area is good. They go out of their way to accommodate you 
there.” 


A. Ferris Allen III: 2000, 2001 leading 
trainer at Colonial Downs 

“When you’re preparing for any race meet, you try to get togeth¬ 
er the best group you can. What sets Colonial Downs apart is that you 
try to gather a group of turf horses,” says Ferris Allen. 

He began the gathering process in February. He studied his horses 
and delved into their pedigrees for turf potential. He contacted his 
owners with horses situated elsewhere who might be suited to the 
Colonial Downs turf. 

“Because Colonial offers predominantly grass, a more moderate 
horse can shine,” says Allen, whose thorough strategy has paid off well 
in previous years. One example was Still As Sweet (Ire), who traveled 
from New York to Virginia to win two races in 2002. 

According to Allen, early preparation is important because the 
summer meet is short. “You get about two races for a horse, so you 
want to be ready,” says the trainer. Interestingly, Allen’s turf horses train 
on dirt, even at Colonial. “If horses like grass, they just do,” he states. 

AUen believes that the Colonial Downs meet has continued to 
improve every year in the way it is run and the quality of horses that 
compete. “The meet has steadily improved its reputation among horse 
people around the country,” he says.

E astover Court sire of two-time 
West Virginia Breeders Ciassic 
champion and Charies Town 
horse of the year Confucius 
Say, is recovering from an infection 
in his right iung. The 12-year-old son 
of Seattle Slew was transported from 
his O'Sullivan Farms home to the 
New Bolton Center in Pennsylvania 
for three weeks of treatment in April. 

"Pie's doing fine now, but we are 
not going to take any chances," 
O'Sullivan Farms's owner Randy 
Funkhouser said. "As a precaution, 
he's through breeding for the year. 
When it comes to the handling of 
this horse or any other horse here we 
will always err on the side of safety." 

Eastover Court was booked to 75 
mares this year, but had covered 
fewer than 20 before his illness. 

"It's a real shame, but the horse's 
long-term health is what's important 
now," Funkhouser said. "Fie covered 
78 mares last year, and he's got 
some large crops coming. Fie will be 
his old self soon, and as always he 
will be well supported next year." 

In addition to Confucius Say 
($527,897), Eastover Court is 
represented by stakes horses 
Eastover Faith ($223,156), 
Spanishinquisition ($208,954), 

Eastover ($184,276), Scootch 
($171,964), Covert ($141,048) 
Courting Dreams ($126,242) and 
Floity Toity. 


B on Amigo waved bon voyage 
to an accomplished field and 
sailed off for a wire-to-wire six- 
length victory in the $35,000 
Potomac Stakes at Charles Town on 
April 12. The long-striding 6-year-old 
son of Banmyrh was never 
challenged while covering the 
seven-furlong event for West 
Virginia-breds in a snappy 1:26.03. 
Winning jockey Carlos Garcia 
signaled the significance of the 
moment with his own triumphant 
wave at the wire. 

"Carlos was celebrating for both 
of us," winning owner and breeder 
Edgar Sneed said. "This was my first 
stakes win and his, too; but I had to 
wait a little longer for mine. I have 
enjoyed raising and racing my own 
horses for 30 years, but winning a 
stakes event feels even better than I 
had imagined it would. Thanks to 
(trainers) Barney (Gerald Bast) and 
Edward (Tobin) this horse has really 
come around, and Carlos always 
rides him with a lot of confidence. 

It's obvious my horse responds to this 
rider in a big way. I couldn't possibly 
think of riding anyone else." 

The Potomac marked Bon 
Amigo's third win in a row, a streak 
that started as soon as Garcia took 
over the reins. 

"This is an exciting horse and a 
special West Virginia-bred," Garcia 
said. "I got pretty pumped up during 
the race, and I was so happy hitting 
the line, I let everyone know it. 


"This horse is very consistent, and 
he was much, much the best 
tonight." 

After jumping out to an early two- 
length lead. Bon Amigo added to 
that margin every step of the way. 

"Fle's always a pleasure to ride 
because he goes about his job like a 
professional," Garcia said. "Fie likes 
to go to the front and get 
comfortable, and he does both of 
those things quickly." 

During his win streak. Bon Amigo 
has been in command throughout 
with his lead lengthening at the line. 

"What he did in this race he has 
done before, but not against horses 
like this," Garcia said." And he did it 
in easy fashion. I had a whole lot of 
horse left at the finish, but I never 
had to ask him for anything extra. 

"I now know what it feels like 
when everything goes right in a 
race. This mount has helped make 
me a better rider every time I have 
climbed aboard. I am very lucky to 
ride this horse, and I am proud of his 
streak because it has come against 
some good horses." 

Adams Tribe, a five-time stakes 
winner and the prohibitive post-time 
favorite, settled for the distant 
second, followed by Ginger Ale 
popping up for third. 

"We beat some good horses by a 
nice margin, so the level of his next

start will really be important" Sneed 
said. "While I certainly don't want to 
run this horse over his head, right 
now I don't know where that might 
be. I guess, not having aii the 
answers right away can be a good 
thing. I know we won't be in a hurry 
to make a decision untii we have 
worked out that mystery." 

Bon Amigo's seventh career 
victory raised his lifetime earnings to 
$109,638. Thus, his dam A Perfect 
Steel has proven to be a real steal. 

"That mare was given to me," 
Sneed said. "She was a nice enough 
looking mare, but since she was a 
freebee, I didn't think aii that much 
about her at first. That's what's funny 
about this game. You just never 
know when a iittle luck might be 
coming your way." 

Which goes to show you, never 
look a gift horse in the mouth. But if 
you do sneak a peek, be ready to 
laugh at your luck.
